OBITUARY. 


IVILIilAM  H.   FURMAN.  JR.. 

Was  born  in  Franklin  County,  N.  C,  March  5th.  1852.     Died  in  Louis- 
burg,  N.  C,  December  3rd,  1890. 

He  had  been  for  a  long  time,  in  failing  health.  At  the  age  of  about  35, 
he  engaged  as  a  clerk  in  the  Drug  Store  of  Dr.  J.  B.  Clifton,  in  Louis- 
burg,  N.  C,  with  whom  he  remained  for  a  number  of  years,  and  sub- 
sequently entered  in  business  for  himself  in  the  same  town.  He  was  a 
good  Pharmacist,  enjoyed  a  large  patronage,  and  was  beloved  by  all 
who  knew  him.  Was  a  member  of  the  N.  C.  Pharmaceutical  Association 
from  its  organization,  and  rarely  ever  failed  to  attend  its  meetings. 


CODE   OF  ETHICS. 

Adopted  1882. 

The  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  consid- 
ering^ it  necessary  that  some  mutual  understanding  should  exist  ui  regard 
to  tlie  moral  principles  guiding  them  in  their  profession,  hereby  agree 
upon  the  following  Code  of  Ethics  : 

1  We  accept  the  U.  S.  Pharmacopoeia  as  our  standard  and  guide  for 
all  officinal  preparations,  and  recognize  a  variance  from  its  rules  only  in 
exc-Ttional  cases  where  sufficient  authority  has  proved  some  other  process 
mui.  reliable  to  attain  the  same  end.  (This  section  is  not  intended  to  in- 
terfere with  the  dispensing  of  preparations  or  medicines  ordered  in  accor- 
dance with  foreign  pharmacopoeias.) 

3  We  discountenance  all  secret  formulae  between  physician  and  phar- 
macist, and  consider  it  our  duty  to  communicate  such  to  each  other 
when  requested. 

3  We  distinctly  repudiate  the  practice  of  allowing  physicians  a  per- 
centage in  any  form,  on  their  prescriptions  or  patronage,  as  being  deroga- 
tory to  both  professions. 

4  We  will  endeavor,  as  far  as  possible,  to  refrain  from  compromising 
the  professional  reputation  of  any  physician,  and  expect,  m  return,  the 
same  courtesy  from  him. 

5  As  the  apothecary  should  be  able  to  distinguish  between  good  and 
bid  dru-s  in  most  cases,  and  as  the  substitution  of  a  weak  or  inert  drug 
for  an  active  one  may.  negatively,  be  productive  of  serious  consequences, 
we  hold  that  the  sale  of  impure  drugs  or  medicines,  from  motives  of  com- 
petition or  desire  of  gain,  when  pure  articles  of  the  same  kind  may  be  ob- 
tained, is  highly  culpable,  and  that  it  is  the  duty  of  every  honest  apothe- 
c-ary  or  druggist  to  expose  all  such  fraudulent  acts  as  may  come  to  his 
knowledge. 

(}  The  apothecary  should  be  remunerated  by  the  public  for  his  knowl- 
ed.^e  and  skill,  and  his  charges  should  be  regulated  by  the  dme  consumed 
in  preparation  as  well  as  by  the  value  of  the  article  sold.  Although  loca 
and  other  circumstances  necessarily  effect  the  rate  of  charges  at  different 
establishments,  no  apothecary  should  intentionally  undersell  his  neigh- 
bors with  a  view  to  their  injury. 
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7.  Recognizing  the  value  of  nlcohol  as  a  therapeutic  agent,  and  the  pro- 
priety of  its  being  dispensed  as  sucii  In'  pharmaeirits,  yet  deploring  the 
wide-spread  evil  resulting  from  its  intemperate  use  in  its  hundred  insidi- 
ous forms,  we  condemn  any  attempt  to  make  it  a  prominent  feature  of 
our  business  as  unprofessional,  and  we  denounce  the  loose  practice  of 
allowing  it  to  be  used  on  the  premises  in  any  shape  as  a  beverage  as  de- 
grading, and  we  urge  upon  pharmacists  the  duty  of  exercising  at  all  times 
a  conscientious  care  in  dispensing  a  drug  liable  to  such  dangerous  abuse. 

8.  Members  of  this  Association,  when  asked  to  do  so.  shall  give  eaclx 
otlier,  conlidentially,  any  information  in  their  possession  affecting  the 
character,  habits,  integrity  or  irregularities  of  any  assistant  or  apprentice 
who  may  have  applied  for  employment,  or  to  whom  they  may  have  given 
letters  of  introduction  or  recommendation.  Any  member  who  shall 
divulge  such  conlidential  communication  to  the  detriment  or  annoyance 
of  the  member  given  it  shall,  upon  proof  thereof,  be  no  longer  entitled  to 
the  courtesies  due  a  member,  and  his  name  be  stricken  from  the  roll. 

9.  Believing  that  some  means  should  be  adopted  to  enforce  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Code,  violations  of  the  same  may  be  reported  at  any  annual 
meeting  of  this  Association,  when  the  accused  may  be  heard  in  his  own 
defense,  when,  if  found  guilty,  he  may  be  censured,  suspendi'd  or  expell- 
ed by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.

TWELFTH  RmUM  MEETING^- 


MoREHEAi)  City,  N.  C,  July  8th,  1891. 

The  Nortli  Carolina  Phavmaceutical  Association  was  called  to 
order  at  10:30  o'clock  A.  M.  l)v  its  President,  E.  V.  Zoeller,  of 
Tarboro. 

Kev.  Thomas  E.  Skinner,  I).  D.,  of  Raleigh,  invoked  a  Divine 
blessing-  upon  the  Association  and  its  deliberations. 

The  Secretary  introdnced  Dr.  M.  F.  Arendell,  of  Morehead 
Citv,  who  on  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  this  town,  in  a  few  well 
chosen  remarks  extended  a  cordial  welcome  to  the  Asssociatiou 
meeting  in  their  midst. 

To  this,  Mr.  W.  H.  Wearn,  of  Charlotte,  responded  as  follows:

My  Dear  Sir;— ypeakiug  as  a  representative  of  the  visiting  mem])ers  of 
the  N.  C.  P.  A  .  I  know  tliat  I  have  their  endorsement  when  I  say  that  we 
liave  listened  with  pleasure  and  interest  to  the  warm  words  of  welcome 
as  they  fell  from  your  lips  with  the  genuine  ring  of  true  products  of  the 
iieart,  and  I  assure  you  that  we  accept  them  as  such.  Our  mission  is  one 
of  labor  for  the  advancement  of  our  chosen  profession,  pharmacy,  in 
wliich  service  most  of  us  have  spent  our  lives.  In  doing  this  we  not  only 
benetit  ourselves  but  the  public  whom  we  serve  day  and  night.  Realiz- 
ing at  the  same  time  that  it  remains  with  us  to  place  our  native  and  be- 
loved State  in  an  equal  position  on  the  roll  of  honor  with  her  neighboring 
States  in  the  pharmaceutical  world.  We  are  here  then  to  do  all  that  we 
can  to  place  her  there  in  the  capacity  of  a  Pharmaceutical  Association. 
Our  object  as  members  being  to  exchange  the  various  experiences  gained 
individually  while  practicing  our  profession  from  year  to  year,  thereby 
imparting  a  knowledge  to  eacli  other  that  can  only  be  gained  by  experi- 
ence. Such  knowledge  being  valuable  it  is  best  to  be  disseminated  and 
preserved  by  a  well  organized  and  incorporate  body.  For  this  reason  we 
have  come  from  all  points  throughout  the  State,  leaving  the  most  arduous 
duties  of  our  profession  to  enter  upon  the  labors  of  this  Association,  which 
devolves  upon  each  individual  present  alike,  if  success  crowns  our  labors, 
and  as  we  are  accustomed  to  mitigating  the  nauseous  medicinal  remedy 
1)V   mixing  with  aromatics,  &c.,  wc  have  come  to  Morehead  City,  as  the

one  place  in  our  State  possessing  superior  advantages  as  a  seaside  resort 
from  wliich  we  can  draw  pleasures  suitable  to  ourselves  when  necessary 
to  render  a  pleasant  labor  more  pleasant ;  enjoying  all  the  time  the  ex- 
hilarating sea-breezes. 

Accepting  your  kind  words  of  welcome  we  shall  feel  at  home  and  con- 
duct ourselves  worthy  of  the  same. 

The  roll  was  called  by  the  Secretary  and  there  beingaqnoruni 
present  the  President  announced  the  Association  organized  and 
ready  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

The  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  annual  meeting  was  on 

motion  dispensed  with  as  they  had  appeared  in  published  form. 

There  not  being  a  quorum  present  of  the  Executive  Committee 

the  President  appointed  B.  E.  Sedberry,  of  Fayetteville,  on  said 

Committee,  which  duly  constituted  a  quorum. 

On  motion  a  recess  of  a  few  minutes  was  taken  to  await  the 
report  of  the  Executive  Committee.  At  the  expiration  of  this 
time  the  President  again  called  the  Association  to  order. 

The  Executive  Committee  reported  the  following  applicants 
for  Membership:  Wm.  A.  Hayes  of  Hillsboro  and  D.  W.  Mc- 
intosh of  Waynesville.  On  motion  of  Wm.  Simpson  the  Secre- 
tary was  directed  to  cast  the  vote  of  the  Association  in  the  af- 
firmative for  the  above  named  gentlemen.  This  being  done  they 
were  duly  declared  elected. 

The  President  vacated  the  chair  to  the  3rd  Vice-President,  N. 
D.  Fetzer,  and  read  his  annual  Eeport,  which  was  as  follows : 
Fellow  Members,  and  Gentlemen  : 

A  cordial  welcome  to  this  locality  has  been  betokened  you.  Now  !  per- 
mit me  to  greet  you,  in  this,  your  Twelfth  Annual  Pilgrimage  to  the 
shrine  of  North  Carolina  Pharmacy  ;  and  to  hope  that  your  sacrifices  will 
be  fruitful  in  further  elevation  of  our  patron  Science  and  Art. 

With  this  brief  salutation,  I'll  proceed  to  discharge  the  special  duty  de- 
volving upon  me,  in  presenting  an  account  of  the  operations  of  our  Asso- 
ciation since  its  last  meeting,  and  to  suggest  such  matters  for  your  con- 
sideration as  I  may  deem  worthy  thereof. 

I'll  avoid,  as  much  as  possible,  repetition  of  matters  that  will  come  b«!- 
fore  you  in  the  Committees'  and  other  reports. 

From  the  Executive  Committee's  report  you  will  gather  that  our  mem- 
bership roll  is  smaller  than  might  with  good  reason  be  expected. 

The  1890  report  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  shows  a  registration  of  415, — 
the  highest  of  ten  Annual  reports,— and  our  membership  roll  only  146, — 
the  lowest  since  our  organization  in  1880,  except  in  1888,  when  there  was 
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one  member  less.  These  figures  indicate  that  onlj'  85  per  cent,  of  the 
Registered  Pharmacists  in  1890  were  members  of  this  Association.  In 
1885,  there  were  46  per  cent, — tiie  highest  of  six  years, — and  the  average 
for  the  same  period  is  39  per  cent.  Prior  to  1885  the  Piiarmacy  Law  ap- 
plied only  to  towns  of  over  500  inhabitants,  so  beyond  that  time — as  our 
membership  comes  mostly  from  the  larger  towns  and  cities— the  per 
centage  of  membership  to  registration  would  be  much  more  favorable, 
l)ut  unfair  for  comparison.  Now,  it  is  surely  desirable  that  many  more 
than  a  little  over  one-third  of  the  Registered  Pharmacists  of  this  State 
should  interest  themselves  in  a  body  having  their  welfare,  and  the  pub- 
lic's, its  main  object ;  and  originating  and  furthering  legislation  of  direct 
concern  to  them !  Believing  that,  this  condition  of  affairs,  is  due  to  a 
thoughtless  apathy,  it  could  probably  be  easily  corrected  by  simply  hav- 
ing the  attention  aroused.  And  this  could  doubtless  be  best  done  through 
a  large  special  committee,  so  constituted  as  to  be  as  far  reaching  in  its 
labors  as  possible. 

Tiiat  the  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries,  has  not  been  idle,  you  are 
all  aware  through  receipt  of  their  circular,  many  of  you  additionally  so, 
tiirough  personal  appeals.  Of  the  result  of  their  labors  it  is  hoped 
abundant  proof  will  be  manifested  during  this  meeting. 

While  this  meeting  may  prove  an  exception,  probably  every  Committee 
that  has  faithfully  served  us  would  readily  testify  to  the  unsatisfactory 
result  of  their  labors.  The  Papers,  in  point  of  number,  and  interest 
evoked  from  the  Association,  have  rarely  been  commensurate  with  tlie 
quality  and  quantity  of  work  that  was  required  from  the  Committee  to 
procure  them.  Therefore,  the  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries  should 
receive  every  possible  assistance,  and  unusual  credit  for  any  successes  ac- 
complished. 

While  the  mode  of  securing  Papers  cannot  be  perhaps,  bettered  :  the 
establishment  of  an  additional  feature,  which  has  proven  successful  in 
other  similar  bodies,  should  be  at  least  given  a  trial,  and  that  is  a  "Ques- 
tion Box"  conducted  by  the  Commiftee. 

Tiie  Committees  having  the  furthering  of  legislation  before  the  last 
Legislature  in  charge,  relative  to  amending  the  Pharmacy  Law  and  secur- 
ing an  appropriation  for  the  establishment  of  a  School  of  Pharmacy  at  the 
University,  met  with  but  partial  success.  The  desired  Pharmacy  Law 
amendments  were  conditionally  secured.  In  towns  and  cities  of  over  800 
inhabitants,  the  requirements  to  secure  license  and  registration  is  now  the 
same  for  Physicians  as  to  others ;  that  is,  they  can  no  longer  secure  regis- 
tration as  Pharmacists  on  their  certificates  of  Registration  as  Medical 
Practitioners,  but  if  not  Licentiates  or  Graduates  of  Pharmacy,  have  to 
submit  to  an  examination  by  the  Board  of  Pharmacy.  The  vacancies 
annually  occuring  in  the  Board,  are  now  to  be  tilled  by  election  of  a  sin- 
gle member  by  the  Association,  and  not  chosen  by  the  Governor  from 
five  names  submitted  to  him,  as  heretofore.  Tliere  are  also  some  minor 
changes  regarding  the  machinery  of  the  Board,  which  will  be  detailed  in. 
the  Committee's  report. 
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I  have  k'urn't  that  at  the  hxst  meeting  of  the  State  Medical  Society,  th(! 
changes  in  tlie  Law.  affecting  Phj'sicians.  was  given  some  attention,  and 
commented  upon  in  good  spirit;  and  resulted  in  the  appointment  of  a 
conference  Committee  to  our  Association,  to  consult  over  pernicious  pro- 
fessional practices  between  the  Physician  and  Pharmacist,  that  may  be 
tliouglit  to  be  sufficiently  prevalent  to  demand  a  correctional  effort.  Tlie 
presence  of  tliis  Committee  is  expected  at  tiiis  meeting :  and.  of  course, 
will  be  courteously  received,  and  any  grievances  they  may  have  to  sul)- 
mit  duly  considered. 

The  effort  to  procure  an  appropriation  for  establishing  tiie  School  of 
Pharmacy  was  fruitless.  The  Committee  will  endeavor  to  give  some 
reason  for  the  result  in  its  report.  This  is  a  matter  of  so  much  import,  and 
therefore  requires  such  deliberate  consideration,  besides  promising  favor- 
able future  results,  that  this  Committee  on  Education  should  be  continued, 
and  requested  to  renew  its  efforts  to,  l)y  other  means,  procure  the  desired 
end. 

Schools  of  Pharmacy  connected  with  State  Universities,  apparently, 
soon  become  self-sustaining,  where  properly  managed.  Reference  to  tlie 
1890  catalogues  of  several,  indicates  this.  Indiana,  established  6  j'ears, 
lias  52  students  ;  South  Carolina,  2  years,  25  students ;  Wisconsin,  8 
years,  35  students  ;  Kansas,  5  years,  31  students ;  Michigan,  23  j^ears, 
83  students,  and  Louisiana,  52  years,  32  students.  The  tuition  fees,  in 
these  Schools,  range  from  a  nominal  charge  of  Ten  Dollars,  where  the 
Universities  are  amply  endowed,  to  Eighty-five  Dollars,  per  session. 
From  a  business  point  of  view,  with  the  doings  of  other  Schools  before 
us,  and  a  growing  demand  and  need  for  better  Educated  Pharmacists, 
would  not  the  establishment  of  a  School  in  our  midst  be  justifiable  ? 

Since  our  last  meeting  there  have  been  two  meetings  of  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  one  at  Old  Point,  the  other  at  New  Orleans, 
at  which  tiiis  Association  was  represented  by  two  sets  of  Delegates.  So 
there  will  be  two  reports.  Pharmacists  throughout  the  State  would  find  it 
both  profitable  and  pleasurable  to  attend  these  meetings  more  frequently 
and  in  larger  numbers.  At  Old  Point  the  State's  representation  was  under 
ten,  at  New  Orleans  only  two. 

I  believe  it  desirable  to  have  provisions  made  on  our  membership  roll 
for  those  of  our  number  who  remove  to  other  States  or  Countries.  A  class 
known  as  Associate  Members  may  be  established,  who  should  be  free 
from  payment  of  dues,  and  not  eligible  to  office  or  to  vote.  They  should 
retain  the  privilege  of  attending  the  meetings  and  participating  in  the 
deliberations. 

There  is  now,  an  accumulation  in  the  Secretary's  hands,  of  a  consider- 
able number  of  copies  of  proceedings  of  sister  Associations  received 
through  exchange  courtesies.  After  a  year  or  two,  tliese  pamphlets  and 
books  become  of  slight  practical  value  to  this  body,  or  its  officers ;  but 
they  still  possess  liistorical  value,  and  should  find  a  permanent  place  of 
rest,  care  and  accessibility.  This  they  cannot  well  receive  from  the  As- 
sociation, owing   to  its  migratory  character.     I  would  therefore  recom- 
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mend  that  the  present  accumulation  and  future  receipts,  after  serving 
our  immediate  uses,  be  deposited  in  the  State  or  University  Libraries, 
witli  the  request,  that  if  there  be  brolien  sets  the  Library  in  whose  cus- 
todianship they  fall,  shall  make  due  endeavors  to  procure  the  missing 
issues  or  volumes.  In  making  tlie  deposition,  the  Secretary  should  make 
a  complete  inventory  of  the  volumes  and  report  the  same  in  his  Annual 
Report,  and  do  likewise  in  the  future,  which  would  then  prove  a  con- 
tinuous record  of  the  disposition  of  the  literature. 

The  location  and  date  of  our  meetings  should  have  more  deliberate 
attention.  Instead  of  being  guided  in  the  selections,  by  personal  motives 
largely,  we  should  exercise  our  reason  in  the  interest  of  the  Association. 
To  meet  at  extreme  and  not  easily  accessible  points,  even  if  some  do  have 
tiie  attraction  of  being  pleasure  resorts,  tells  considerably  upon, the  at- 
tendance. At  Fayetteville,  only  10  per  cent,  of  our  members  attended ; 
at  Asheville  and  Morehead  (last  year)  20  per  cent ;  whereas  at  the  more 
accessible  and  central  points— Goldsboro  and  Greensboro— we  had  24 
and  23  per  cent,  respectively. 

The  meeting  dates  should,  whenever  possible,  be  firmly  set  at  a  meet- 
ing. Our  individual  arrangements  can  then  long  assume  definiteness, 
the  dates  get  a  years  advertising  in  the  Piiarmaceutical  Press,  and  dis- 
cordance of  dates  avoided.  I  cannot  recall  a  meeting,  where  the  dates  were 
left  open  for  final  adjustment,  that  misconception  of  the  true  dates  did  not 
(^ccur  to  some,  and  at  the  Durham  meeting  caused  a  very  notably  small 
attendance— 17  per  cent. 

A  very  important  matter,  upon  which  you  should  express  yourselves 
fully  and  without  undue  haste,  was  tirst  brought  to  your  attention  in  the 
Report  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  year  before  last. 

This  is,  the  proposed  Inter-State,  or  reciprocal  recognition  between 
most  of  the  several  State  Boards  of  Pharmacy,  of  Licenses,  granted  by  the 
one  or  the  other.  To  do  this,  appears  at  tirst  blush,  a  harmless,  conven- 
ient and  clever  course ;  and  our  own  Board  has  expressed  an  acquiescense. 

When  we  recognize,  that  a  Board  of  Pharmacy  mainly  exists  for  the 
protection  of  the  public  from  incompetents,  and  not  for  our  convenience  ; 
and  that  its  province  is  not  to  issue  diplomas,  which  Inter-State  certifi- 
cates would  assume,  for  the  existence  of  so  many  of  these  documents 
have  already  required  surveillance,  and  been  many  times  found  to  be  im- 
proper passports,  then  we  may  get  an  inkling  that  our  first  blush  is  not 
the  true  tint.  I  feel  sure,  that  State  Boards  of  Pharmacy,  should  not 
recognize  examination  documents  of  any  kind,  but  submit  all  applicants 
to  the  same  ordeal,  and  the  public  will  be  best  protected  and  Pharmacy 
elevated.  "Equal  rights  to  all;  special  privleges  to  none,"  should  be 
their  motto. 

That  monster,  "the  cut-rate  problem,"  has  been  again,  within  the  past 
year,  harassing  the  tradesman  of  the  World  Pharmaceutical,  and  has 
been  grappled  with.  But,  with  what  result?  None,  other  than  to  non- 
plus his  antagonists.     Nor  is  it  likely  to  be  ever  otherwise. 
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To  successfully  inaugurate  and  maintain  any  arbitrary  method  or  sys- 
tem of  trade,  requires  crushing  power;  or  general  unanimity  of  opinion, 
interest  and  action.     Will  either  of  these  ever  grapple  the  monster? 

But  while  this  apparently  endless  struggle  is  in  progress,  did  it  evt-r 
occur  to  you  what  an  anomalous  position  we  occupj-  ?  Here  we  are 
striving  for  an  exalted  professional  status;  there  we  are  endeavoring  to 
form  a  trade  compact  to  foist  upon  our  unsuspectinij  or  ignorant  patrons 
a  nostrum,  perhaps  too  dear  at  anj-  price  I 

Do  we  not  know  that  the  virtues  of  the  article  are  mistold  ?  Do  we 
not  know  '"that  the  blind  unthinking  faith  in  a  secret  compound  known 
as  a  'Patent  Medicine'  is,  for  the  most  part,  a  survival"  of  the  age  of 
charms,  magic  and  witch-craft  ? 

Is  it  not  a  social,  and  probably  a  legal  wrong,  to  participate  in  the  com- 
pact ?  And  is  it  not  a  moral  wrong,  not  to  enlighten  our  unsuspecting  or 
ignorant  patron  ? 

Is  it  not  true,  "that  the  'Patent  Medicine'  man,  can  put  anything  he 
likes  in  his  preparation,  because  his  patients  have  unquestioning  faith  in 
nostrums  mysteriously  compounded?"  Thus,  "when  the  Chinese  phy- 
sician is  out  of  drugs,  he  writes  the  prescription  on  a  piece  of  paper,  rolls 
into  pills,  and  the  sick  man  swallows  it." 

It  has  been  recently  said,  that  nostrum  venders  now  depend  upon  ad- 
vertising almost  exclusively  for  an  introduction  of  their  wares.  '"They 
have  a  literary  man  to  'write  up'  the  remedy  in  ingenious  fashion  ;  an 
artist  to  show  the  patient  'before  and  after  using'  the  panacea ;  a  poet 
to  compose  odes  and  lyrics  ;  a  liar  who  rivals  Munchausen  ;  and  a  forger 
who  signs  all  kinds  of  testimonials." 

Should  we  not  feel  a  sense  of  shame,  to  be  connected  with  the  traffic 
of  wares,  that  can  be  thus  characterized  ? 

Prof.  Joseph  Jones,  of  New  Orleans,  in  reporting  upon  a  questionable 
remedy  submitted  to  him,  recently  said  :  "I  have  endeavored  to  serve 
the  art,  not  the  trade  of  Medicine,  believing  that  honorable  legitimate 
Medicine  has  no  secrets  to  conceal,  and  holds  no  remedy  which  is  not 
the  common  heritage  of  the  glorious  brotherhood  of  the  noble  republic  of 
Science." 

Does  not  this  ideal  sentiment  express  the  line  upon  which  honorable, 
legitimate,  American  Pharmacy  should  be  extended ;  and  guarded  from 
any  further  entangling  alliance  and  questionable  trade  compacts  with 
nostrum  venders  ? 

And  now !  fellow-members,  permit  me  to  commend  to  your  considera- 
tion, in  the  spirit  in  which  they  are  offered,  the  suggestions  that  have 
been  made  and  the  tlioughts  that  have  been  uttered. 

The  address  was  received  with  apphuise,  and  on  motion  was 
referred  to  the  following  Committee:  Dr.  J.  D.  Croom,  E.  M. 
Nadal  and  Dr.  V.  0.  Thompson,  who  were  to  take  into  consider- 
ation the  suggestions  contained  therein,  and  report  at  a  future 
session. 
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The  President  then  assumed  the  chair  and  the  Secretai-y  made 
the  following-  report,  which,  on  motion  of  H.  R.  Home,  was 
adopted : 

To  the  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Phariiiaceidical  Association  : 
Gentlemen:  — 

Your  Secretary  takes  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  last  Annual  Meeting  were  promptly  printed  and  mailed  by 
Sept.  1st  to  every  member  of  the  Association,  and  to  the  Secretary  of 
every  other  Association,  and  to  every  other  party  entitled  to  same. 

Announcement  of  the  12th  Annual  Meeting  was  also  issued  on  June  1st, 
to  every  registered  Pharmacist  in  the  State  and  to  the  Secretary  of  other 
Associations,  and  to  all  Pharmaceutical  Journals,  and  to  all  the  principal 
daily  papers  in  the  State. 

During  the  fiscal  year  I  have  received  copies  of  the  proceedings  of  1890 
from  the  following  Associations :  Arkansas,  Delaware,  North  Dakota, 
New  York,  New  Jersey,  Michigan,  Massachusetts  and  Ohio.  Received 
also  from  Prof.  John  Attfield,  of  London,  copy  of  the  Additions  to  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia.  Also  from  their  Secretary  a  copy  of  the  Six- 
teenth Annual  proceedings  of  the  Wholesale  Druggists  Association. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  A.  P.  A.  held  at  Old  Point  Comfort,  Va.,  Sept., 
1890,  a  resolution  was  passed  instructing  the  Secretary  to  discontinue 
sending  the  proceedings  of  said  Association  to  the  different  State  Associa- 
tions. I  have  therefore  failed  to  receive  any  copy  since  I  have  been  your 
Secretary. 

The  Credentials  of  Delegates  to  the  A.  P.  A.  at  Old  Point  Comfort,  Va. , 
Sept.,  1890,  were  duly  forwarded.  Also  those  to  the  State  Associations. 
The  President  appointed  delegates  to  the  last  meeting  of  the  A.  P.  A. 
which  met  at  New  Orleans  in  April  last,  and  proper  Credentials  were  for- 
warded to  the  Secretary  of  said  Association.

H.  M.  WHELPLEY,  M.  D. 

1'he  Secretary  read  several  communications,  among  them  one 
from  Mr.  Geo.  J.  Seabury,  of  New  York,  suggesting  to  the  Asso- 
ciation to  adopt  some  plan  to  prevent  the  cutting  of  prices  on 
Proprietary  Medicines,  as  the  A.  P.  A.,  and  other  State  Associa- 
tions had  done.  On  motion  of  A.  J.  Cook,  the  communica- 
tions were  received  and  referred  to  the  "Committee  on  Trade 
Interests." 

Several  communications  were  also  read  in  regard  to  the  Orgaui- 
7,ation  of  the  Secretaries  of  State  Associations,  and  Boards  of 
Pharmacy  Association.  The  object  of  this  organization  is  to  try 
and  adopt  some  plan  to  inter-change  certificates  of  the  several 
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Boards  of  Pharmacy.     On  motion  the  communications  were  re- 
ferred to  the  Board  of  Pharmacy. 

The  President  stated  that  since  the  last  meeting  of  our  Asso- 
ciation there  had  been  two  meetings  of  the  American  Pharma- 
ceutical Association,  the  date  of  the  last  meeting  having  been 
fixed  at  an  earlier  time  than  usual,  and  before  this  meeting  of  our 
Association,  which  necessitated  the  appointing  of  delegates  to 
attend  that  meeting,  which  met  at  New  Orleans  on  April  27th, 
1891,  and  he  had  therefore  appointed  the  following  delegates: 
Wm.  Simpson,  of  Raleigh ;  A.  W.  Eowland,  of  Wilson  ;  James 
S.  Grant,  of  Asheville ;  W.  H.  Green,  of  Wilmington ;  and  K. 
H.  Jordan,  of  Charlotte. 

On  motion  the  Association  proceeded  with  the  report  of  dele- 
gates to  different  Associations,  and  Wm.  Simpson  on  behalf  of 
the  delegation  who  attended  the  meeting  of  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  which  met  at  Old  Point  Comfort, 
Ya.,  on  Sept.  8th,  1890,  presented  the  following  report,  which,  on 
motion,  was  adopted : 
To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 

Association  : 

Gentlemen  :— The  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  met  in  its 
thirty-eighth  annual  meeting  in  the  Concert  and  Ball-room  of  the  Hygeia 
Hotel,  Old  Point  Comfort,  Va.,  on  Monday,  Sept.  8th,  1890,  when  owing 
to  the  death  of  President  Emlan  Painter,  the  Acting  President,  First  Vice 
President  Karl  Simmons,  took  the  chair  and  called  the  meeting  to  order. 

Mr.  T.  Roberts  Baker,  of  Richmond,  Va.,  in  a  few  well  chosen  remarks 
welcomed  the  Association  to  Virginia. 

Mr.  Alexander,  of  St.  Louis,  responded  on  behalf  of  the  Association. 

The  President  then  read  his  address,  which  was  able  and  contained 
man}'  valuable  suggestions,  among  which,  was  one  to  the  Section  on 
Legislation,  to  evolve  a  plan,  in  the  near  future,  which  would  insure  more 
uniformity  in  our  Pharmacy  Laws,  as  well  as  in  the  curriculum  followed 
by  the  various  Colleges  of  Pharmacy  throughout  the  United  States ;  add- 
ing, that  without  some  uniformity  in  either  of  these,  it  will  be  a  long  time 
before  we  can  reach  a  satisfactory  solution  of  the  question  of  inter-change 
of  certificates  from  one  State  Board  to  another.  In  this  connection  he 
said  that  as  it  was  intended  to  hold  a  convention  of  the  various  Secretaries 
of  the  different  States  at  this  place,  and  at  this  time,  and  that  as  a  Com- 
mittee had  been  appointed  to  investigate  this  subject,  it  might  be  well 
for  the  Section  on  Legislation  to  invite  this  Committee  and  these  Secre- 
taries to  participate  with  them  in  deliberation  on  this  question,  and  per- 
haps the  work  would  result  in  the  crystalization  of  a  definite  and  feasible 
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plan  which  could  be  submitted  tor  approval  to  the  American  Pharma- 
ceutical Association,  and  the  dilTerent  State  Associations  and  State  Boards. 
This  suggestion  was  reported  upon  favorably  by  the  Committee  to  whom 
was  referred  the  President's  address.  As  our  Association  and  Board  of 
Pharmacy  are  already  committed  to,  anci  upon  record  in  the  matter  of  the 
inter-change  of  certiticates,  3'our  representatives  thought  it  well  to  give  the 
views  of  some  of  the  representative  men  of  our  profession  on  this  subject. 

The  President  alluded  feelingly,  to  the  death  of  Mr.  Painter,  the  late 
President  of  tlie  Association,  and  at  the  conclusion  of  his  remarks  eulogies 
were  passed  upon  the  life,  character  and  work  of  Mr.  Painter,  by  Prof. 
Bedford,  Mr.  Alexander.  Secretary  Maisch  and  Prof.  Remington. 

Many  valuable  papers  were  read  and  much  information  gained  in  the 
comments  and  discussions  ensuing  after  the  reading.  Among  the  papers 
may  be  mentioned  that  on  Fluid  Extract  Ipecac,  T.  J.  Miller  ;  Constitu- 
tional Obligation  of  Congress  regarding  Weights  and  Measures,  by  O.  Old- 
berg;  Loco-Weed,  by  L.  E.  Sayre;  Belladonna  Plasters,  by  S.  W.  Wil- 
liams ;  Utilization  of  the  Soda  Products  of  Kentucky,  by  J.  P.  Barnum  ; 
On  the  Emetine  valuation  of  Fluid  Extract  Ipecac,  by  W.  Simonson  ; 
Pharmacists  as  Food  Inspectors,  by  L.  M.  Connor ;  Cascara  Sagrada  and 
its  Allies,  by  H.  H.  Rusby ;  Solution  Citrate  of  Magnesia,  by  L.  F. 
Stevens.  Iodoform,  Economy  in  its  preparation,  by  L.  R.  Boyce.  The 
last  we  shall  mention,  but  by  no  means  the  least  in  interest,  judgingby  the 
amount  of  discussion  engendered,  was  the  paper  by  Dr.  Eccles  entitled 
What  is  Pepsin  ?  This  is  a  voluminous  contribution  covering  nearly 
twenty  pages  of  the  Proceedings,  and  evinces  an  amount  of  painstaking 
work  truly  astonishing.  We  extract  the  following  :  "A  few  dominant  ideas 
inspired  what  was  done,  and  each  experiment  was  a  question  put  to 
nature  that  affirmative  or  negative  answers  might  be  had.  The  trend  of 
all  was  toward  the  discovery  of  what  pepsin  is.  Is  it  one  single  ferment 
or  a  combination  of  ferments  ?  Can  it  be  isolated  and  studied  in  its  purity  ? 
What  are  the  substances  that  contaminate  it,  and  do  they  differ  in  differ- 
ent makes  ?  How  does  it  differ  from  its  different  associated  substances  ? 
How  can  manufacturers  give  us  a  purer  product  ?  What  proportion  of 
the  pepsins  of  commerce  are  pure  ferments,  and  how  much  extraneous 
matter^  How  can  we  accurately  determine  the  proteolitic  power  of  the 
different  brands  ?  Can  a  test  be  devised  simple  enough  for  the  average 
pharmacist  to  apply  without  consuming  too  much  of  his  precious  time  ? 
Is  it  the  pepsin  or  something  else  that  dissolves  albumen  ?  What  sub- 
stances will  destroy  the  power  of  pepsin  r  What  per  cent,  of  the  various* 
makes  is  soluble  in  a  number  of  different  solvents  ?  What  effect  has  age 
on  solutions  of  pepsin  ?  What  chemical  tests  have  we  to  distinguish 
pepsin  from  albumen  and  peptones  ?  What  improvements  have  there 
been  in  the  quality  of  pepsin  since  the  report  of  this  writer  to  this  Associ- 
ation at  Providence?  Can  an  assay  method  be  discovered  suitable  for 
the  next  revision  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  ? 

These  are  a  few  of  the  many  (questions  awaiting  immediate  repl}',  ♦  *  * 
That  answers  to  some  of  them  are  needed  very  badly  can  be   seen   by 
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glancing  over  recent  pharmaceutical  literature  and  observing  the  many 
contradictor}'  reports  from  various  experts.  The  same  brand  of  pepsin 
in  ten  different  hands  gives  as  many  different  results  as  there  are  men. 
One  declares  that  one  part  of  the  pepsin  will  dissolve  two  thousand  parts 
of  albumen  ;  another  that  it  will  only  dissolve  tive  hundred  or  a  thousand. 
Many  of  these  men  forget  that  time  is  an  element  in  the  test,  and  that  a 
multitude  of  conditions  require  identity  of  place  and  order  to  get  uni- 
formity with  a  common  make  or  just  comparison  between  rival  makes. 
Until  the  same  man  discovers  that  he  can  take  one  brand  of  pepsin  and 
get  it  to  digest  exactly  the  same  proportion  of  albumen  in  the  same  time 
for  six  or  more  trials,  he  should  not  pretend  to  compare  the  various  brands 
of  the  market  by  the  current  method  of  testing.  When  the  fact  is  better 
known  and  fully  appreciated  that  coagulated  albumen  needs  no  pepsin  to 
dissolve  it,  but  that  it  will  dissolve  in  0.2  per  cent,  hydrochloric  acid 
alone,  then  our  skepticism  of  the  value  of  the  method  now  in  vogue  will 
be  considerably  increased.  'Ihe  writer  can  take  one  part  of  sugar,  bread, 
gravel  or  any  other  inoperative  body,  and  2000  parts  of  albumen,  and  with 
dilute  acid  enough,  can  appear  to  digest  it  in  six  hours.  It  will  certainly 
all  go  into  solution.  What  confidence  then  can  we  put  in  any  test  that 
rely  solely  on  the  disappearance  of  the  albumen  ?  Yet  this  is  what  many 
experts  call  pepsin-testing,  and  the  funniest  part  of  the  whole  matter  is 
that  they  believe  in  it  themselves.  In  this  way  powdered  briek-dust  or 
glass  can  be  truthfully  advertised  as  digesting  1000  parts,  1500  parts  or 
2000  parts,  as  the  case  may  be,  of  coagulated  albumen  in  six  hours."  Dis- 
solving albumen  is  a  rough  way  of  estimating  pepsin  at  best.  When  the 
amount  of  dilute  acid  is  not  more  tlian  nine  times  the  quantity  of  the 
albumen  used,  and  the  time  is  kept  within  four  or  Ave  hours,  it  approxi- 
mates true  results.  Just  in  proportion  as  the  quality  of  the  dilute  acid  in- 
creases so  is  the  uncertainty  of  the  result,  and  the  bigger  are  the  figures  of 
wliat  can  be  dissolved.  This  delusion  is  also  heightened  by  finely  ground 
albumen.  The  finer  it  is  ground  the  quicker  it  disappears,  whatever  the 
character  of  the  pepsin  used,  and  even  in  the  absence  of  all  pepsins." 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  reading  of  the  papers,  from  which  the  above 
is  an  extract,  the  writer  was  besieged  with  question  upon  question  and 
then  ensued  a  veritable  pepsin  war. 

The  report  on  the  Progress  of  Pharmacy  by  Prof.  Diehl  is  very  full, 
and  embraces  the  cream  of  the  literature  pertaining  to  pharmacy  for  the 
current  year.  It  covers  nearly  500  pages  of  the  printed  proceedings  of 
tlie  Association  and  is  on  par  witli  his  previous  reports.  I  regret  that 
every  member  of  this  Association  is  not  in  possession  of  this  Report.  As  a 
work  of  reference  it  is  invaluable. 

The  section  on  Commercial  Interests  took  into  consideration  the  cutting 
of  prices  of  proprietory  and  patent  medicines.  Various  schemes  were 
suggested  for  the  cure  of  the  evil.  Tlie  Campeon  plan  was  voted  a  fail- 
ure after  honest  trial  by  many,  and  as  the  outcome  of  hours  of  discussion 
the  following  recommendation  by  the  Committee  on  the  Chairman's  ad- 
dress was  adopted.     Your  committee  recommend  that  on  tlie  question  of 
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"Cutting  of  prices  on  patents"  a  conference  be  held  with  a  delegation  of 
the  National  Wholesale  Druggists'  Association  and  the  Proprietors'  Asso- 
ciation, and  that  three  gentlemen  be  appointed  to  represent  this  Associa- 
tion at  said  conference.  So  we  seem  no  nearer  a  solution  of  this  vexed 
question  than  before.  The  social  features  of  the  meeting  were  such  as  to 
make  it  attractive  and  agreeable  to  the  members  and  ladies  in  attendance. 
Excursions  to  Hampton,  the  Soldiers'  Home.  National  Cemetery,  Fortress 
Monroe,  Norfolk  and  thence  by  rail  to  Virginia  Beach,  a  noted  summer 
resort,  were  fully  enjoyed.  A  large  mumber  of  the  members  made  an  ex- 
cursion to  Richmond,  Va.  visiting  many  places  of  interest  during  the  day, 
and  on  the  next  day  visited  the  famous  Natural  Bridge  and  Luray  Cave.

Simpson,  delegate  to  the  meeting  of  the  American  Phar- 
maceutical Association  which  met  at  New  Orleans,  April  27th, 
1891,  read  the  folloAving  report,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted : 
To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Phartnaceutical 
Association  : 

Gentlemen  : — The  thirty-ninth  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Phar- 
maceutical Association  was  held  in  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  commencing 
Monday,  April  27th,  1891,  and  continuing  five  days.  The  daily  sessions 
were  held  in  the  Hall  of  the  Washington  Artillery. 

The  first  session  was  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Rev.  W.  A.  Snively. 
The  local  Secretary,  Mr.  A.  K.  Finlay,  then  introduced  his  honor  Mayor 
Jos.  A.  Shakespeare,  who  greeted  the  delegates  in  the  most  cordial  man- 
ner, bespeaking  for  them  a  most  hearty  welcome  from  the  people  of 
Louisiana,  and  the  City  of  New  Orleans. 

Prof.  H.  B.  Stevens,  first  vice-president,  responded  on  behalf  of  the 
Association,  and  spoke  in  glowing  terms  of  the  hospitality  of  the  Southern 
people  and  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans. 
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The  Louisiana  State  Pliarmaceutical  Association  being  tlien  in  session, 
and  in  tlie  same  building,  were  invited  to  seats  in  tlie  A.  P.  A.  and  to 
participate  in  tlie  meeting.  Mr.  W.  T.  Breslin,  President  of  the  L.  P.  A. 
on  behalf  of  his  Association  acknowledged  tlie  courtesy  extended,  and 
spoke  of  the  stimulus  the  meeting  of  the  A.  P.  A.  would  give  to  pharmacy 
throughout  the  State  of  Louisiana. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Metric  System  was  made  by  its 
chairman,  Prof.  Jos.  P.  Remington.  On  motion  the  report  was  received 
and  the  Committee,  was  on  behalf  of  the  Association,  authorized  to 
memorialize  Congress  to  adopt  the  metric  system  of  weights  and  measures. 

Mr.  C.  L.  Diehl,  the  able  and  efficient  Reporter  on  the  Progress  of  Phar- 
macj%  was  not  in  attendance,  being  detained,  the  writer  regrets  to  say,  by 
severe  illness.  This  is  the  first  meeting  that  Prof.  Diehl  has  failed  to  at- 
tend in  many  years,  and  your  reporter  joins  with  the  Association  in  ex- 
pressions of  regret  that  he  should  by  reason  of  ill  health  feel  constrained 
to  decline  a  re-election.  We  shall  miss  his  genial  face  and  able  counsels 
at  our  meetings.  We  trust  however,  that  ere  another  year  rolls  around  that 
lie  shall  have  sufficiently  recovered  to  be  with  us  again.  While  we  regret 
to  lose  the  services  of  one  who  has  served  the  Association  so  well  and  so 
long  as  Reporter  on  the  Progress  of  Pharmacy,  yet  the  Association  is  to 
be  congratulated  upon  the  selection  of  Mr.  Charles  Rice  to  fill  that  impor- 
tant position.  Mr.  Rice  will  need  no  introduction  to  the  members  of  this 
Association.  He  is  too  well  known  through  his  contributions  to  pharma- 
cal  literature,  and  the  fact  that  he  was  chosen  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  the  revision  of  the  Piiarmacopoeia  will  show  in  what  estimation  he  was 
held  by  the  Convention  for  the  revision  of  the  Pharmacopceia  which  re- 
cently met  in  Washington.  I  extract  the  following  from  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Record  :  "The  U.  S.  Pharmacopoeia  of  1880,  as  we  have  it,  ranks 
second  to  no  similar  work  of  any  country,  and  while  we  would  not  detract 
from  the  merit  and  value  of  the  labor  contributed  by  others,  yet  we  are 
sure  that  none  of  his  co-laborers  but  would  give  the  greatest  praise  for  the 
valuable  investigations  and  results  of  his  personal  work. 

No  greater  commendation  need  be  mentioned  than  the  action  of  the 
Pharmacopoeial  Convention  of  1890  which  unanimously  voted  him  an 
honorarium  of  f  1000  for  his  services,  nor  could  his  modesty  be  better 
exemplified  than  in  the  act  of  making  this  gift  a  donation  to  the  Pharma- 
copoeial Fund,  that  others  might  be  compensated  for  the  time  and  labor 
given  to  the  revision  of  1890. 

As  Chairman  of  the  Committee  who  prepared  the  National  Formulary, 
he  will  be  remembered  by  his  associates  for  his  splendid  executive  ability, 
his  diligent  and  efficient  labors.  His  editorial  duties  are  known  to  many 
as  contributing  largely  to  the  interesting  material  of  New  Remedies  in 
the  past,  and  the  American  Druggist  of  the  present.  But  the  work  which 
he  has  so  freely  done  in  other  directions  is  not  so  well  known  to  others, 
and  we  can  only  allude  to  the  fact  that  his  knowledge  and  technical  skill 
have  largely  contributed  to  many  works  in  which  his  name  is,  at  his  own 
request  suppressed. 
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His  technical  knowledge  in  the  art  of  the  apotliecary,  the  chemist,  the 
analyst,  the  botanist,  the  pharmacognocist,  and  all  the  sciences  which 
cluster  around  this  combination,  stamp  him  as  one  of  the  most  fertile 
minds  and  talented  men  that  are  in  any  way  connected  with  pharmacy, 
and  his  encyclopedic  knowledge  is  something  remarkable.  As  a  linguist 
he  is  remarkably  apt.  The  fact  that  he  is  able  to  read  in  a  dozen  or  more 
different  languages;  and  that  as  a  Sanscrit  scholar  he  has  no  superior  in 
our  land,  will  convince  the  reader  of  his  wonderfid  talent  in  this  depart- 
ment of  science." 

The  old  problem,  of  how  to  prevent  the  cutting  of  prices  on  patent  and 
proprietary  medicines,  (which  the  druggist  is  necessarily  compelled  to 
handle,  and  which  constitutes  a  very  large  per  cent  of  his  business,)  by 
outsiders,  who  sell  at,  and  frequently  below  the  cost  of  the  same  to  the 
ordinary  retail  druggist,  was  up  for  discussion.  Many  plans  were  pre- 
sented and  suggestions  offered.  A  resolution  adopted  by  the  Association 
of  Manufacturers  and  Dealers  in  proprietary  medicines  was  read,  stating 
that  they  would  adopt  any  plan  that  was  thought  to  be  best  by  the  Amer- 
ican Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  that  they  would  refuse  to  sell  to 
tradesmen,  wholesale  and  retail  dealers  who  violate  their  agreement. 

Resolutions  were  offered  to  the  effect  that  a  Conmiittee  be  appointed  to 
formulate  a  plan  to  prevent  the  cutting  of  prices  of  proprietary  medicines, 
and  with  power  to  represent  the  Association  before  any  properly  consti- 
tuted Committee  of  the  Manufacturers'  Association,  the  plan  to  be  based 
upon  the  following  propositions :  That  full  and  uniform  prices  be  main- 
tained ;  that  the  plan  do  not  increase  the  prices ;  not  to  contain  any  feat- 
ure of  special  inconvenience  to  the  retailers ;  it  must  be  practicable  of 
execution,  that  before  it  is  finally  indorsed,  it  must  stand  any  test  that 
may  be  required;  that  when  the  plan  is  finally  perfected  and  indorsed  by 
the  proprietors  and  wholesale  dealers,  the  Committee  have  full  power  to 
enforce  it  through  the  members  of  the  respective  Associations.  This 
resolution,  together  with  all  the  plans  were  referred  to  a  Committee  of 
nine  to  report  at  the  next  meeting.  While  we  of  this  section  are  compara- 
tively exempt  from  the  evils  of  cutting,  yet  we  know  not  how  soon  the 
cutter  may  make  Ids  appearance,  and  as  an  ounce  of  prophylactics  is 
worth  a  pound  of  therapeutics  it  behooves  us  to  lend  all  the  aid  we  can  to 
assist  our  unfortunate  brethren  to  stamp  out  this  evil  and  thereb}'^  render 
our  present  position  more  secure. 

This  meeting  was  remarkable  for  the  large  number  of  able  papers  pre- 
sented, but  that  in  the  writer's  judgment  which  ranked  higher  than  any 
other  was  one  by  Prof.  J.  U.  Lloyd  entitled  a  Scheme  for  the  Kapid  Esti- 
ination  of  the  Alkaloidal  Strength  of  Fluid  Extracts.  Prof.  Lloj'd  gave  a 
practical  demonstration  of  his  method,  which  was  intenselj'  interesting  to 
every  one  present.  In  twenty  minutes  from  the  time  the  operation  began, 
pure  Caffeine  was  produced  from  the  Fluid  Ext.  of  Guarana,  and  Strych- 
nia from  the  Fluid  Ext.  of  Nux  Vomica. 

In  these  days  when  so  much  has  been  said  about  the  standardization  of 
Fluid  Extracts,  and  such  stress  put  upon  its  necessity,  the  discover}'  of 
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Pvdf.  Lloyd  is  most  opportune.  Now  it  is  within  the  reach-of  every  drug- 
gist to  ascertain  the  per  centage  of  alkaloids  contained  in  almost  any  fluid 
extract,  at  comparatively  no  expense,  and  in  a  short  time.  Do  we  not 
liere  also  have  a  check  upon  manufacturers,  the  value  of  which  is  not 
easily  estimated  ?  Prof.  Lloyd  deserves  the  grateful  thanks  of  the  profes- 
sion for  the  gift  to  science  of  his  valuable  discovery.  At  this  time,  when 
fvery  one  seems  to  be  after  the  almighty  dollar,  few  of  us  I  venture  to  say 
would  have  made  such  a  sacrifice.  It  is  known  that  Prof.  Lloyd  was  im- 
portuned to  patent  his  process,  and  was  offered  large  sums  for  the  ex- 
clusive right  to  dispose  of  it,  but  he,  in  that  spirit  of  magnanimity  which 
characterizes  great  minds,  chose  rather  to  make  it  a  free  contribution  to 
Science.  The  value  of  the  discovery  of  Prof.  Lloyd  is  equal  to  any  made 
in  the  field  of  Chemical  Science  during  many  years.  The  advantages  may 
be  briefly  summed  up  as  follows  : 

1  The  dispensing  with  an  evaporation  of  the  fluid  extract  in  the  pres- 
ence of  alkalies  and  acids,  avoiding  thereby  the  consequent  destruction  of 
delicate  alkaloids,  (the  first  step  of  other  methods.) 

2.  There  is  no  loss  of  alkaloid  from  precipitation  with  resins  during 
such  evaporation,  a  loss  that  may  result  in  such  cases  from  their  mechani- 
cal envelopment  by  the  precipitated  resin  which  is  often  thrown  down  in 
large  amount,  and  in  which  the  alkaloid  is  so  firmly  imbedded  or  asso- 
ciated as  to  resist  the  action  of  solvents. 

■i.  The  displacement  of  the  alkaloid  from  natural  combination,  largely 
accomplished  by  the  action  of  the  cold  acid  of  the  ferric  chloride. 

4  The  simultaneous  fixing  of  tannates  and  vegetable  astringents  in  an 
insoluble  condition  by  the  ferric  chloride  (and  the  ferric  hydroxide  pro- 
duced when  the  sodium  bicarbonate  is  added,)  thus  keeping  them  out  of 
the  alkaloidal  solvent,  and  the  freeing  of  much  of  the  alkaloid  from  natural 
combination,  in  a  condition  to  be  easily  dissolved  by  chloroform. 

5  The  final  liberation  of  the  total  alkaloid  in  a  nascent  or,  at  least,  very 
soluble,  condition  by  action  of  the  great  excess  of  sodium  bicarbonate, 
which  from  its  weak  alkaline  nature,  will  not  immediately  effect  it  dis- 
astrously, while  the  protective  action  of  the  carbonic  acid  gas  generated 
at  the  time  possibly  assists  in  preventing  its  decomposition. 

6  The  distribution  of  the  alkaloid  throughout  a  substance  for  which  it 
has  no  affinity,  but  rather  a  repulsive  action,  which  enables  appropriate 
solvents  to  abstract  it  rapidly  and  completely,  as  may  be  shown  by  drying 
the  soda  magma  in  the  mortar  after  extracting  nux  vomica  or  cinchona 
and  applying  thereto  the  delicate  sense  of  taste  test ;  and  as  may  be  shown 
by  comparative  experiments  and  final  weighings  in  which  different  amounts 
of  extracts  are  worked,  or  known  amounts  of  alkaloids  are  added  to  simi- 
lar proportions  of  the  fluid  extract  that  is  to  be  assayed. 

7  The  avoidance  of  exasperating  or  provoking  delays  in  the  subsequent 
manipulation  by  reason  of  the  formation  of  emulsions  that  often  (or 
usually)  refuse  to  allow  the  liquids  to  separate,  for  by  this  method  the 
chloroform  that  washes  the  alkaloid  from  the  soda  magma  is  the  first  step 
is  practically  colorless  and  nearly  destitute  of  foreign  bodies,  especially  of 
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the  substances  that  usuallj"  accompany  the  alkaloid  and  subsequently 
form  emulsions.  The  operator  may,  by  using  this  magma  process,  begin 
and  finish  the  assaj'  with  dispatch  and  without  interruption.

Spitzer, 
LaFayette,  Indiana ;  To  what  Extent  Should  tlie  Study  of  Botanj'  be  Com- 
pulsory in  Colleges  of  Pharmacy  and  What  are  the  best  Methods  of  Giv- 
ing Instruction  in  That  Branch  so  as  to  Make  it  Interesting  to  the  Student  ? 
bj' D.  M.  R.  Culbreth,  M.  D.,  Baltimore;  "The  Drift  of  Pharmaceutical 
Education,"  by  Stewart  W.  Williams,  New  Jersey;  "College  Courses  in 
Pharmacy,"  by  C.  S.  Halberg,  Chicago;  The  "Proprietary  Medicine  Evil," 
by  R.  N.  Girling,  New  Orleans. 

The  social  features  of  the  meeting  should  receive  more  than  a  passing 
notice,  for  the  Pharmacists  of  New  Orleans  spared  neither  pains  nor  ex- 
pense to  make  it  agreeable.  On  the  lirst  evening  a  Grand  Ball  was  given, 
Tuesday  evening  a  Promenade  Concert,  at  which  appeared  the  best 
amateur  and  professional  talent  of  the  city,  and  consisted  of  vocal  and  in- 
strumental selections,  which  was  fully  appreciated  and  heartily  encored 
bj'  the  audience. 

But  that  which  was  probably  enjoyed  to  a  greater  degree  was  the  ex- 
cursion down  the  Mississippi  to  Chalmette,  that  old  cemetery  so  famous  in 
historic  lore,  and  up  again  around  the  harbor  to  the  Crevasse,  a  few  miles 
above  the  city.  It  was  a  matter  of  much  wonder  to  those  of  us  who  wit- 
nessed it  for  the  first  time  how  so  large  a  volume  of  water  could  be  retained 
by  levees  of  such  apparent  insignificance.  It  would  seem  that  a  state  of 
"chronic  crevass"  would  be  the  normal  condition  of  the  mighty  river. 
Continuing  on  to  Fairfield  sugar  plantation,  the  whole  party  disembarked 
and  spent  a  pleasant  and  profitable  half  hour  in  exploring  the  sugar  re- 
finery and  an  adjacent  orange  grove.  The  return  trip  was  much  enjoyed, 
music,  dancing  and  making  merry  generally  being  the  order  of  the  day.

L.  Henry;  The  Press:  J.  C.  Wickliffe.  To  say  that  the  occasion  was 
thoroughly  enjoyable  would  but  feebly  express  the  sentiments  of  the  par- 
ticipants.

The  report  was,  on  motioD,  considered  and  acted  upon  in  sec- 
tions, with  the  result  above  indicated  in  parenthesis  following 
the  sections. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  H.  R.  Home,  the  amended  report  was 
adopted  as  a  whole. 

The  President  arose  and  asked  the  privilege  to  correct  a  mis- 
statement made  in  his  report,  which  said  that,  the  N.  C.  Board 
of   Pharmacy  could   not,   under   the   existing   Pharmacy   Law, 
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recognize  Inter-Stiite  Certificates  of  Registration.     The  request 
was  cheerfully  granted. 

The  Committee  on  Education  made  the  following  report,  which 
on  motion  was  adopted: 
To  the  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association: 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  assigned  tlie  duty  me- 
morializing the  Legislature  in  behalf  of  the  contemplated  chair  of  Phar- 
macy at  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  regret  to  have  to  report  its 
utter  inability  to  accomplish  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  appointed. 
A  suitable  bill  was  framed  and  introduced  in  the  House  to  establish  a  De- 
partment of  Pharmacy  at  the  University,  and  an  appropriation  for  the 
equipment  of  the  Laboratory  provided  for,  also  an  annual  appropriation 
of  one  thousand  dollars  to  pay  the  salary  of  the  Professor  of  Pharmacy. 
The  bill  was  referred  to  the  House  Committee  on  Education,  before  whom 
your  committee  appeared,  and  addressed  them  in  its  behalf.  Li  this  they 
were  ably  assisted  by  Dr.  R.  H.  Lewis,  of  Pialeigh,  and  Mr.  Hancock, 
your  worthy  Secretary.  We  found  among  a  large  number  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Legislature  a  sentiment  favorable  to  the  objects  of  our  bill, 
but  the  fact  that  an  appropriation  was  necessar^^  to  make  the  measure 
effective,  was  sufficient  to  prove  fatal  to  it  in  the  Committee  room,  and 
we  found  it  impossible  to  obtain  a  favorable  report. 

While  we  regret  the  failure  of  our  measure,  we  are  not  discouraged  and 
trust  that  we  may  yet  realize  the  fruition  of  our  desire.  Below  will  be 
found  copies  of  circulars  addressed  to  the  members  of  our  Association, 
and  to  members  of  the  Legislature,  the  latter  embodying  in  a  great  meas- 
ure the  arguments  used  by  your  Committee  in  behalf  of  the  bill.

If  we  are  earnest,  active  and  united  in  this,  there  can  be  little  question 
as  to  our  success,  and  it  will  do  much  to  l)uild  up  our  profession  and 
Association.

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TO  THE  MEMBERS  OF  THE  LEGISLATURE. 

Raleigh,  N.  C,  December,  1890. 
The  Committee  on  Education  appointed  by  the  North  Carolina  Phar- 
maceutical Association  to  petition  for  the  establishment  of  a  Chair  of 
Piiarmacy  at  the  State  University,  would  respectfully  present  for  your 
consideration,  as  a  member  of  the  Legislature,  the  following  facts  show- 
ing the  great  need  of  such  a  School  of  Pharmacy: 

The  profession  of  Pharmacy  is  second  only  to  that  of  medicine  in  use- 
fulness and  importance.  Skilled  dispensers  of  medicine  are  absolutely 
essential  to  the  welfare  of  the  people.  Physicians  cannot  be  successful  in 
their  efforts  for  the  amelioration  of  suffering  and  cure  of  disease  unless 
seconded  by  a  trained  and  careful  pharmacist.  It  is  scarcely  necessary 
to  impress  upon  you  the  harm  that  might  result  from  misread  prescrip- 
tions or  wrongly  compounded  medicines. 

Much  was  done  to  secure  better  trained  pharmacists  when  the  law  was 
passed  requiring  the  registering  of  members  of  the  profession,  and  three 
years  of  preliminary  training  and  an  examination  were  made  a  prerequi- 
site to  registration.  It  is  time  now,  however,  for  another  step  forward  to 
be  taken,  and  we  would  earnestly  press  ii  upon  your  attention. 

Even  the  long  practical  experience  in  a  drug  store  required  of  candi- 
dates for  registration  is  insufficient  as  means  to  securing  thoroughly  com- 
petent men. 

1st.  Because  the  long  hours  of  work  and  ceaseless  interruptions  allow 
little  opportunity  for  the  study  of  books,  and  hence  prevent  a  grounding 
in  the  theories  of  our  profession. 

2d.  Much  of  the  time  may  be  spent  in  attendance  on  the  soda  fountain 
or  in  the  sale  of  toilet  articles,  or  in  some  other  way  just  as  slightly  con- 
nected with  our  true  profession,  and  thus  little  or  no  time  given  to  the 
manipulation  of  drugs,  which  is  supposed  to  be  the  main  business  during 
the  required  three  years. 

Seeing  this,  some  of  our  best  men  are  driven  out  of  the  State  to  seek  an 
education  in  this,  their  chosen  profession.  Wishing  to  make  the  most  of 
their  powers  to  give  their  fellow-citizens  their  very  best  service,  and  to 
excel  in  their  calling,  thej'  go  where  thorough  training  can  be  secured. 
We  are  ambitious  for  the  dignity  and  usefulness  of  our  profession:  we  are 
anxious  for  the  raising  of  its  standard,  and  we  welcome  these  trained  and 
skilful  young  workers  when  they  come  back  to  our  midst  with  their  col- 
lege training,  yet  we  must  deprecate  the  necessity  for  their  ever  leaving 
home. 

1st.  We  deprecate  it  because  it  entails  a  serious  financial  loss  upon  the 
State.  Full  statistics  are  not  at  our  command,  but  in  three  or  four  cata- 
logues of  Northern  Colleges  of  Pharmacy  we  have  counted  fifteen  students 
from  North  Carolina.  Probably  there  are  thirty  such  in  all,  but  taking 
twenty  as  a  basis  of  calculation,  we  see  that  this  means  an  annual  loss  to 
the  State  of  at  least  $10,000.

2d.  We  deprecate  it  because  it  is  a  manifest  injustice  to  tlie  poor  young 
men  unable  to  pay  the  heavy  expenses  of  attendance  upon  Northern  col- 
leges. It  practically  limits  the  advantages  of  such  training  to  a  favored 
few.  Though  the  State  could  better  afford  to  pay  .f  10.000,  or  even  $20,000 
a  year  than  have  untrained  druggists,  the  poor  young  men  must  stay  at 
home.  We  ask  the  State  to  help  these  train  themselves  to  serve  her  citi- 
zens. 

We  may  point  to  the  example  of  other  States  which  have  recognized 
this  great  need  and  have  taken  steps  to  meet  it.  North,  West  and  Soutli 
of  us  Chairs  of  Pharmacy  have  been  established  in  the  State  Universities, 
and  laboratories  furnished  for  the  theoretical  and  practical  training  of 
those  who  are  hereafter  to  be  in  part  guardians  of  the  peoples'  health. 

We  think  it  thoroughly  feasible  to  do  the  same  in  this  State  also.  As 
there  is  a  School  of  Law  and  a  School  of  Medicine  at  our  State  University 
doing  good  and  acceptable  work,  so  the  State  can  at  slight  cost  establish 
a  Chair  of  Pharmacy.  Physiology.  Materia  Medica,  Botany,  Chemistry, 
Physics,  are  all  taught  there,  and  laboratories  have  been  furnished  for 
thorough  instruction  in  each  study.  This  is  the  property  of  the  State  and 
should  be  utilized  to  its  fullest  extent.  We  think  that  an  appropriation 
of  $3,000  for  the  equipment  of  a  pliarmaceutical  laboratory  and  an  annual 
appropriation  of  $1,000  for  the  salary  of  a  Professor  of  Pharmacy  would 
put  this  new  department  on  a  footing  to  be  of  immense  service  to  the 
State,  and  a  source  of  pride  to  our  Association  and  the  entire  profession. 

If  by  an  appropriation  of  $1,000  you  can  save  $10,000  and  secure  a 
better  service,  it  is  clearly  a  business-like  step  for  the  State  to  take,  and 
one  in  the  spirit  of  true  economy.

To  the  Members  of  the  N.  C.  Pharmaceutical  Association  : 

It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  queries  presented  will  be  of  sufficient  in- 
terest to  elicit  a  reply  to  each.  With  this  end  in  view,  your  committee 
has  labored  diligentlj%  addressing  personal  letters,  to  as  many  of  you  as 
possible,  asking  you  to  send  such  queries,  as  would  interest  the  members 
of  the  Association,  hoping,  by  this  method,  to  make  the  accompanying 
queries  embrace  all  questions  of  interest,  as  they  arose  in  their  perplexing 
nature  all  over  the  State,  and  to  receive  a  reply  to  same  at  our  next  An- 
nual Meeting,  thereby  enabling  others  to  master,  without  difficulty,  some 
which  would  have  proved  a  barrier,  and  which  may  meet  them  at  any 
time.  This  method,  did  not  receive  the  immediate  co-operation  we  hoped 
for,  but  we  trust  that  our  efforts  have  stimulated  an  interest  that  will  be 
productive  of  great  good  to  the  Association  in  the  future.

The  Committee  on  Trade  Interests    presented   the  following 
report,  which  was  adopted: 
Gentlemen: 

Your  Committee  on  Trade  Interests,  having  well  considered 
the  matters  appertaining  to  this  subject,  beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of 
this  Association  to  the  action  taken  by  manufacturers  and  dealers  in  Pro- 
prietary Articles,  to-wit: 

The  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  following  resolution,  adopted 
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b}'  the  Association  of  Manufacturers  and  Dealers  in  Proprietarj-  Articles, 
April  23d,  1891:  "Resolved.  That  the  Association  of  IManufacturers  and 
Dealers  in  Proprietary  Articles  will  support  any  practicable  plan  for  the 
prevention  of  cutting:  that  is  endorsed  by  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association.  They  furthermore  aj^ree  that  they  will  not  sell  to  tradesmen, 
wholesalers,  or  cutters  who  violate  any  part  of  a  plan  so  endorsed,  and 
they  further  suggest  that  every  State  and  local  association  endorse  the  ac- 
tion of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association" — reported  as  follows: 
Whereas,  The  indiscriminate  sale  of  medicines  by  the  ignorant  and  un- 
trained is  an  evil  of  long  standing,  and  public  welfare  demands  medicines 
should  be  dispensed  solely  by  experienced  persons;  Therefore,  It  is  the 
sense  of  this  Association  that  medicines  should  be  sold  only  by  druggists 
who  have  been  educated  to  properly  perform  their  respective  duties.  We 
therefore  recommend  that  the  proprietary  articles  be  sold  hereafter  upon 
the  following  conditions:  Condition  1.  Manufacturers  and  owners  of  pro- 
prietary preparations  on  the  contract  plan  agree  to  sell  their  products  to 
druggists  only.  2.  Wholesale  druggists  or  distributing  agents  agree  to 
sell  contract  goods  solely  to  druggists,  excepting  in  those  localities 
where  no  druggists  are  in  business.  Wholesale  druggists  are  not  to 
supply  any  dealer  on  the  cut-off  list.  Further,  wholesale  druggists 
agree  not  to  substitute  another  article  in  any  order  presented  for  any  ar- 
ticle on  the  contract  plan.  3.  Retail  druggists  to  sign  an  agreement,  in- 
cluding all  contract  or  rebate  articles,  that  they  will  not  violate  the  condi- 
tions of  said  agreement ;  further  agree  not  to  substitute  another  article 
for  any  article  requested  that  is  on  contract  or  rebate  plan,  nor  deliver 
such  goods  to  any  dealer  on  the  cut-off  list ;  and  it  is  hereby  provided 
that  the  names  of  all  druggists  who  fail  to  sign  the  agreement  be  placed 
upon  the  cut-off  list.  4.  Under  no  consideration  shall  any  manufacturer, 
wholesale  druggist,  or  retail  druggist,  directly  or  by  collusion,  supply  any 
proprietary  preparation  in  the  contract  plan  to  dealers  on  the  cut-off  list. 
5.  Manufacturers,  wholesale  druggists,  and  retail  druggists  shall  refuse  to 
sell  commission  merchants,  brokers,  or  agents  any  article  on  the  contract 
plan,  unless  such  sales  are  for  export,  or  for  purchasers  who  are  removed 
from  domestic  competition.  6.  Manufacturers  and  wholesale  druggists, 
or  distributers  of  articles  on  the  contract  plan,  to  agree  not  to  sell  such 
articles  to  any  retailer  of  said  articles  who  will  not  agree  to  sell  at  full 
retail  prices.  7.  Manufacturers  of  propi'ietary  articles  on  the  contract 
plan  to  make  their  contracts  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  materially  increase 
the  purchasing  price  of  the  retailer.  8.  Any  wholesale  druggist  or  retail 
druggist  violating  his  contract  shall  be  placed  on  the  cut-off  list,  as  a  pen- 
alty of  such  violation.  The  principles  here  presented  are  submitted  to  the 
Association  of  Manufacturers  and  Dealers  of  Proprietary  Articles  with  the 
view  of  aiding  them  in  the  work  of  solving  the  ctit-rate  problem,  the  de- 
tails of  the  said  plan  being  left  to  the  judgment  of  the  said  Association. 

After  the  adoption  of  the  report  as  framed  by  the  committee,  it  was  re- 
solved by  the  Convention  that  it  be  the  sense  of  the  body  that  the  commit- 
tee as  constituted  by  the  chair  remain  in  power  until  next  yeai",   and  that 
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it  be  vested  with  the  autliorit}'  of  laying  the  report  framed  by  it  before 
tlie  meeting  of  the  Manufacturers  and  Dealers'  Association  at  its  next  ses- 
sion. It  was  further  resolved  tliat  the  American  Pliarmaceutical  Associa- 
tion pay  the  expenses  of  the  committee  at  that  time,  and  tiie  sum  of  two 
Imndred  dollars  was  appropriated  by  the  Association  for  that  purpose. 

From  this  it  appears  that  the  Manufacturers  and  Dealers  in  Proprietary 
goods  have  agreed  to  support  any  practical  plan  for  the  prevention  of 
cutting,  endorsed  by  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association.  The  lat- 
ter Association  in  accordance  with  the  action  of  manufacturers,  adopted 
at  their  meeting  at  New  Orleans  in  April  last,  the  resolutions  above  and 
recommended  that  in  the  meanwhile  State  and  other  Pharmaceutical  or- 
ganizations endorse  the  action  of  said  Association,  this  your  Committee 
recommend  be  done  at  this  meeting,  for  without  unanimity  of  action 
among  the  retail  druggists  of  the  United  States  we  cannot  hope  to  accom- 
plish any  object  however  much  desired.  You  will  note,  too,  that  we  are 
asked  to  give  our  assent  to  a  proposition  that  places  the  sale  of  all  rebate 
goods  literally  in  the  hands  of  druggists,  and  only  to  such  of  the  latter  as 
agree  to  sell  at  established  retail  prices.  That  no  material  increase  in 
price  to  the  retailer  shall  be  made. 

Your  Committee  submit  tliat,  no  valid  or  reasonable  objections  can  be 
made  to  a  proposition  that  insures  the  profits  of  a  legitimate  business, 
and  that  it  beliooves  all  retail  druggists  to  unite  for  their  mutual  interests 
and  keep  pace  with  other  trades  and  professions,  and  that  the  members 
of  the  N.  C.  P.  Association,  will  not  encourage  the  sale  of,  nor  distribute 
advertising  matter  for  any  proprietary  article  the  legitimate  profits  of 
wiiich  are  retained  by  the  manufacturer,  nor  of  the  goods  of  any  manu- 
facturer who  manifests  an  unwillingness  to  protect  the  retail  trade  in  sus- 
taining the  prices  and  who  will  not  confine  the  sale  of  liis  goods  within 
the  limits  suggested  by  the  A.  P.  Association.

Thursday,  July  9th,  1891. 

The  Association  was  called  to  order  at  9:30  o'clock  A.  M.  by 
the  President, 

The  President  stated  that  nothing  had  been  heard  from  the 
Treasurer  in  regard  to  his  report,  and  it  would  be  necessary  to 
appoint  some  one  to  act  in  his  place,  as  Treasurer  pro  tempore 
and  he  therefore  appointed  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, Mr.  A.  J.  Cook,  of  Fayetteville,  to  act  in  that  capacity. 
(For  Treasurer's  report  sent  in  since  the  meeting  see  Appendix.) 
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Mr.  H.  K.  Chears  offered  the  following  resolution,  which,  on 
motion,  was  unanimously  adopted,  by  a  rising  vote. 

Eenolved,  That  it  is  with  much  regret,  that  we,  the  members  of  tlic  N. 
C.  Pharmaceutical  Association  note,  that,  the  absence  from  this  our  twelfth 
annual  meeting,  of  our  worthy  Treasurer,  Mr.  A.  S.  Lee,  is  caused  from 
ill  health,  and  that  we  wish  to  express  our  highest  appreciation  of  the 
faithful  and  efficient  services  he  rendered  our  Association,  for  nine  years 
in  the  honored  capacity  of  Treasurer.  We  sincerely,  trust  that  soon  he 
will  be  restored  to  perfect  health. 

Mr.  S.  J.  Hinsdale,  of  Fayetteville,  presented  and  read  a  paper 
entitled,  Method  of  Manipulation  in  Determining  Tannin  in 
Barks,  etc.,  by  Precipitation  with  Gelatine.     (See  Papers.) 

Mr.  Wm.  Simpson  stated  that  a  Committee,  from  the  State 
Medical  Society,  was  present,  consisting  of  Dr.  S.  D.  Booth,  of 
Oxford,  Dr.  W.  H.  H.  Cobb,  of  Goldsboro,  and  Dr.  Chas.  Duffy, 
Jr.,  of  New  Berne,  and  moved  that  they  be  invited  to  the  privi- 
leges and  courtesies  of  the  floor,  which  were  duly  extended  by  the 
President.  Dr.  Booth,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  arose  and 
thanked  the  Association  for  the  cordial  welcome  and  kind  recep- 
tion; and  stated  that  they  had  a  matter,  of  importance  to  the 
sister  professions  which  they  desired  to  bring  before  the  meet- 
ing at  such  time  as  the  Association  desired  to  hear  them.  The 
President  stated  the  Association  would  be  pleased  to  hear  from 
the  Committee  later  on. 

The  following  amendment  to  the  By-Laws  was  offered  by  Mr. 
H.  R.  Chears,  and  the  same  adopted,  by  a  three-fourths  vote  of 
the  Association : 

Any  member,  not  in  arrears,  removing  to  another  State,  and  once  in  two 
years  reporting  to  the  Secretary  his  address,  shall  be  regarded  as  an  As- 
sociate of  this  Association  ;  and  it  is  hereby  provided  that  such  failure 
to  report  shall  be  sufficient  warrant  for  the  Secretary  dropping  the  name 
of  such  Associate  member  from  the  roll  of  membership.  Associate  mem- 
bers shall  not  be  eligible  to  hold  office  nor  be  required  to  contribute  to 
the  funds  of  the  Association,  but  they  shall  have  the  privilege  of  attend- 
ing the  meetings  and  participating  in  the  deliberations. 

A  paper  entitled.  Tannin  Present  and  Removable  from  Gentian 
without  its  Associate  Principles,  was  presented  and  read  by  Mr. 
W.  H.  Wearn,  of  Charlotte.     (See  Papers.) 

Mr.  F.  AV.  Hancock,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Legisla- 
tion, submitted  the  following  report,  and  after  some  explanations 
by  him,  was,  on  motion,  adopted  : 
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To  the  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association: 

Gentlemen:— As  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Legislation  I  would 
report  that  I  attended  the  last  session  of  the  legislature,  remaining  there 
two  weeks,  in  the  interest  of  the  passage  of  the  amendments  to  tlie  "Phar- 
macy Law."  I  regret  very  much  that  it  was  impossible  for  the  otlier  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee  to  be  present  to  assist  me.  We  are  especially  in- 
debted to  Dr.  W.  C.  Galloway,  Senator  of  Greene  County,  and  Dr.  II.  H. 
Stansill,  Representative  of  Northampton  County,  for  the  introduction  and 
passage  of  these  amendments.  Mr.  Wm.  Simpson  also  rendered  me  some 
assistance.  It  was  very  hard  work  but  it  is  very  gratifying,  and  with 
pleasure  that  I  report  that  I  was  successful  in  getting  passed  the  follow- 
ing Amendments,  which  are  the  same  as  suggested  by  the  Committee  at 
our  last  meeting  with  a  little  modification  : 

AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  CHAPTER  34,  VOLUME  2  OF  THE  CODE. 
Tlie  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact  : 

Section  1.  That  section  3138  of  the  Code,  be  amended  by  striking  out 
the  words  "Pharmaceutical  Association"  in  the  third  line,  and  inserting 
"Board  of  Pharmacy,"  and  by  striking  out  the  words  "or  one  wlio  is  or 
has  been  a  regular  practicing  pliysician  as  hereinafter  provided"  in  lines 
eight  and  nine 

Sec.  2.  That  section  3139  be  amended,  by  striking  out  the  words  "nor 
to  those  who  are,  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  regular  practicing  phy- 
sicians" in  lines  nine  and  ten. 

Sec.  3.  That  section  3140  be  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word 
"Secretary"  in  line  nineteen  the  words  "and  Treasurer,"  and  by  inserting 
after  the  word  "Secretary"  in  line  twenty  the  words  "and  Treasurer,"  and 
by  adding  to  said  section  the  following:  "The  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
of  said  Board  shall  be  a  bonded  officer  held  in  bond  of  one  thousand  dol- 
lars, to  be  made  to  the  said  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association 
and  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  said  Association." 

Sec.  4.  That  section  3141  be  amended,  by  striking  out  tlie  word  "re- 
ceive'' in  line  nineteen  and  inserting  the  words  "be  paid,"  and  by  inserting 
after  the  word  "day"  in  said  line  the  words  "during  which  he  is,"  and  by 
inserting  after  the  word  "board"  in  line  twenty  the  words  "and  all  neces- 
sary expenses  incurred  in  attending  the  meetings  of  the  same,"  so  that 
the  sentence  as  amended  shall  read:  "Each  member  of  the  Board  of 
Pharmacy  shall  be  paid  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  every  day  during  which 
he  is  engaged  in  the  service  of  the  Board,  and  all  necessary  expenses  in- 
curred in  attending  the  meetings  of  the  same." 

Sec.  5.  That  section  3146  be  amended  by  striking  out  all  of  said  sec- 
tion after  the  word  "qualified"  in  line  nine  and  by  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  following :  "The  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  shall 
annually  thereafter  elect  a  Pharmacist  from  their  number  to  fill  the 
vacancy  annually  occurring  in  said  Board.  Said  Pharmacist  so  elected 
shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor  and  hold  office  for  the  term  of 
five  years  and  until  his  successor  has  been  duly  elected  and  qualified.     In 
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case  of  death,  resignation  or  removal  from  the  State  of  any  member  of 
said  Board  of  Pharmacy  the  said  Board  shall  elect  in  his  place  a  Pharma- 
cist who  is  a  member  of  said  Association,  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the 
Board  for  the  remainder  of  the  term,"  and  by  striking  out  the  word  '•ap- 
pointment'-' in  line  nine  in  said  section  and  inserting  the  word  '-elected." 
That  provisions  of  the  Act  sliali  only  apply  to  cities  and  towns  of  more 
than  eight  hundred  inhabitants. 

Sec.  6.  That  this  Act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the  1st  day  of 
July,  1891. 

In  the  General  Assembly  read  three  times  and  ratified  this  the  27th  day 
of  January,  A.  D.  1891.

The  President  announced  that  it  would  now  be  the  pleasure  of  the 
Association  to  hear  from  the  Committee,  from  the  Xorth  Carolina 
estate  Medical  Society.  Whereupon  Dr.  S.  D.  Booth,  of  Oxford, 
Chairman  of  said  Committee,  arose  and  said  that  his  Committee 
had  been  appointed  to  attend  this  meeting  and  to  request  that 
this  Association  appoint  a  similar  Committee  to  confer  with 
themselves,  to  see  if  some  feasible  plan  could  not  be  jointly 
agreed  upon  that  would  tend  to  lessen  the  practice  of  counter- 
prescribing  on  the  part  of  the  Pharmacists  of  the  State.  He 
complimented  very  highly  the  Association  in  regard  to  strengthen- 
ing their  Pharmacy  Law.  He  spoke  of  the  State  Medical 
Law  forbidding  the  prescibing  by  any  one  but  a  Physician  for  fee 
or  reward ;  and  said  that  the  Pharmacist  ought  not  to  prescibe, 
neither  ought  the  Physician  to  compound  or  dispense  his  medi- 
cines except  in  the  country  where  he  could  not  get  his  prescrip- 
tions compounded  by  a  Pharmacist.  He  thought  that  perfect 
harmony  and  good  feeling  should  exist  between  the  two  sister 
professions. 

This  matter  of  counter-prescribing,  as  well  as  that 
of  Physicians  prescribing  secret  proprietary  preparations  of 
doubtful  and  misleading  formulas,  and  keeping  in  their  offices 
and  compounding  and  dispensing  medicines  that  should  be  kept 
and  dispensed  by  the  regular  Pharmacists,  and  the  duty  of 
Physicians  prescribing  more  largely  the  preparations  made  by 
the  National  Formulary,  and  Pharmacopoeia  and  the  Pharmacists 
to  adhere  more  closely  to  their  Code  of  Ethics — was  largely 
discussed  by  numy  members  of  the   Association,  and   by   each 
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member  of  the  Committee  from  the  State  Medical  Society.  The 
very  best  harmony  and  good  feeling  characterized  the  discussion 
on  both  sides.  On  motion  of  Mr.  H.  R.  Home,  a  Committee  of 
three  was  appointed  by  the  President  to  confer  with  the  Com- 
mittee of  Physicians;  consisting  of  the  following  members: — 
Mr.  E.  M.  Nadal,  of  Wilson  ;  Mr.  H.  R.  Home,  of  Fayetteville, 
and  Mr.  N.  D.  Petzer,  of  Concord. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  Mr.  William  Simp- 
son, of  Raleigh,  read  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  to  the 
Governor,  On  motion,  the  report  was  adopted,  and  the  financial 
statement  therein  referred  to  an  Auditing  Committee  consisting 
of  Dr.  V.  0.  Thompson,  of  Winston;  Mr.  J.  D.  Nutt,  of  Wilming- 
ton, and  Mr.  H.  P.  Watson,  of  Lexington. 

A  verbal  report  was  made  by  Mr.  E.  V.  Zoeller,  Representative 
of  the  Committee  of  the  National  Formulary,  stating  that  steps 
were  being  taken  to  bring  out  a  revision  of  the  formulary. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Wearn,  of  Charlotte,  presented  and  read  two  papers, 
one  entitled,  "What  is  the  best  Excipient  for  Nitrate  of  Silver 
Pills?"  the  other  entitled,  "Manipulation  of  Pure  Pepsin  to  form 
Neutral  Solutions  Permanent  and  Clear."     (See  Papers). 

The  President  appointed  the  following  Committee  to  award 
the  "Hancock  Prize" : — Mr.  William  Simpson,  of  Raleigh ;  Mr. 
J.  D.  Croom,  of  Maxton,  and  Mr.  H.  R.  (Jhears,  of  Plymouth. 

Mr.  H.  R.  Home,  of  Fayetteville,  stated  that  he  was  very  sorry 
that  our  last  Legislature  failed  to  make  any  appropriation  for 
the  establishment  of  a  Chair  of  Pharmacy  at  the  University,  but 
hoped  that  every  effort  would  be  made  by  each  Pharmacist  in 
the  State  to  get  the  next  Legislature  to  make  this  appropriation. 
The  presence  of  Prof.  F.  P.  Venable,  of  the  University,  was  an- 
nounced, and  he  was  requested  to  make  some  remarks  upon  this 
subject.  He  said  he  was  also  sorry  that  the  Legislature  failed  to 
make  this  appropriation,  as  he  was  very  anxious  to  see  this  chair 
established  at  the  University,  and  hoped  we  would  take  this 
matter  to  heart  and  do  all  we  could  to  get  this  chair  established 
by  the  next  Legislature.  He  said  the  establishing  of  this  chair 
was  not  so  much  for  the  University,  except  so  far  as  making 
friends  for  it,  was  concerned,  but  that  it  was  in  the  interest  of  the 
profession  he  desired  it.     It  was  thought  by  some  of  the  members 
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that  if  the  Association  could  once  get  this  Chair  established  that 
the  fees  from  the  student's  would  be  sufficient  to  keep  it  up; 
others  thought  the  best  plan  would  be  for  us  to  take  hold  of  this 
matter  earlier  than  we  did  before,  and  let  every  member  of  the 
Association  see  his  Eepresentative  and  use  his  influence  with 
him  in  the  interest  of  this  appropriation  for  the  establishment 
of  this  much  needed  chair. 

After  this  discussion,  which  was  participated  in  by  several  of 
the  members,  on  motion  of  Mr.  A.  J.  Cook,  of  Fayetteville,  Mr. 
F.  AV.  Hancock  was  added  to  the  Committee  on  Education. 

At  12:30  o'clock  P.  M.,  on  motion,  the  third  session  of  the 
Association  adjourned  to  meet  again  at  8:30  o'clock  P.  M.

The  Association  came  to  order  at  9  o'clock  P.  M.,  the  Presi- 
dent in  the  chair.

METHOD  OF  MANIPULATION  IN  DETEHMINING  TANNIN  IN  BARKS,  ETC., 
BY  PRECIPITATION  WITH  GELATINE. 

By  S.  J.  HINSDALE,  Fayetteville,  N.  C. 

Exhaust  5  grams  of  the  bark  with  boiling  water,  and  make  the  decoction  up  to 
250  C.  CM.  with  water.  Mix  in  a  beaker  glass,  50  C.  CM  of  the  dilution  with  25 
C.  CM  of  a  solution  composed  of  1. 5  grams  clear  dry  gelatine,  6  grams  alum,  and 
500  C.  CM  w-ater.  (Too  much  gelatine  is  objectionable,  just  about  enough  to  fully 
precipitate  the  tannin  should  be  used  ;  25  C.  CM  of  the  solution  equal  to  0.075 
gram  gelatine  is  about  right  for  one  gram  bark  holding  from  5  to  8  per.  cent,  of 
tannin).  Filter  on  a  weighed  filter,  and  without  washing  on  the  funnel ;  fold  the 
filter  and  precipitate,  in  a  piece  of  thick  blotting  paper,  securing  it  with  a  thread, 
and  place  it  in  a  vessel  of  water  of  temperature  about  120  degrees  Fr.  to  wash. 
Allow  it  to  remain  in  the  water  for  8  or  10  minutes,  then  take  it  out  and  place  it  in 
an  inchned  position  to  di-ain,  then  put  the  filter  on  a  piece  of  thick  blotting  piper, 
and  dry  at  212  F.     Weigh,  and  reckon  56  per  cent  of  the  precipitate  as  tannin. 

Very  many  methods  for  the  estimation  of  tannin  have  been  published.  I  do  not 
think  any  of  them  as  satisfactory  as  the  method  by  precipitation  with  gelatine  in 
the  presence  of  a  little  alum.  The  only  objection  to  the  method  has  been  the  un- 
certainty of  the  composition  of  the  precipitate— i.  e.  tannin,  or  gelatine  possibly 
being  in  excess.  I  am  very  confident  however,  that  by  using  about  the  right 
quantity  of  gelatine,  and  my  method  of  washing  the  precipitate  in  a  vessel  of  hot 
water,  accuracy  will  be  obtained.  I  do  not  find  the  precipitate  at  all  soluble  in  the 
hot  water,  the  alum,  and  excess*  of  gelatine  and  a  little  gallic  acid,  only  being 
washed  out.  Among  the  various  published  methods  for  estimating  tannin,  are, 
Fehling's,  precipitation  with  gelatine  solution  of  kno-\vn  strength  ;  Mintz  and 
Eamspacher's  with  raw  hide  :  Hammer's,  with  powdered  hide  ;  Muller's  titration 
with  aluminated  solution  of  glue  ;  Fleck's  with  cupric  acetate  ;  Allen's  volumetric, 
Avith  plumbic  acetate  ;  Wagner's,  precipitation  with  cinchonine  ;  J.  Twasso  Whites, 
with  aluminic  acetate  ;  E.  Durien's,  volumetric,  with  calcic  hypochlorite  ;  Lowen- 
thal's,  oxidation  by  potassic  permanganate— (this  method  is  much  approved  of.  H. 
R.  Proctor  says,  however,  that  it  is  only  applicable  for  comparing  one  astringent 
with  another  ;  and  it  is  criticised  by  F.  Simond). 

S.  J.  Hinsdale's  colorometric  method,  is  very  convenient  for  technical  use,  but 
not  suitable  for  close  assay.  A  late  addition  to  his  method,  which  includes  estima- 
tion of  gallic  acid,  the  author  thinks  is  valuable. 

In  experimenting  with  tannin,  containing  barks  and  roots,  I  find  them  to  vary 
in  galUc  acid  strength  ;  for  instance,  white  oak  bark  eontains  about  G}^  per  cent, 
of  tannin  and  about  2}4  per  cent,  of  gallic  acid,  while  palmetto  root  (the  saw 
variety)  contains  about  6  per  cent  of  tannin  and  only  j  ^  of  1  per  cent,  gallic  acid. 
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TANNIN  PRESENT  AND  REMOVABLE  FROM  GENTIAN  WITHOUT  ITS  AS- 
SOCIATED PRINCIPLES. 

By  W.  H.  WEAEN,  Charlotte,  N.  0. 

Coiitlicting  ideas  exists  as  to  the  absence  and  piesence  of  Tannin  in  the  root  of 
Gentiana  Lutea  ;  the  prevailing  sentiment  being  in  favor  of  its  absence.  Prof. 
Maisch  in  advocating  its  absence  (in  the  A.  J.  P.  1876,  Page  117)  is  quoted  in  the 
15th  Edition  U.  S.  D.  as  stating  that  the  dark  olive  green  coloration  observed  when 
Ferric  Chloride  is  added  to  its  preparations,  is  due  to  Gentisic  Acid,  while  Ville  (A. 
J.  P.  1877  Page  429)  and  Dr.  Davie  (P.  J.  Tr.  1879  Page  220)  contend  its  presence.  The 
dark  green  coloration  referred  to  above  is  produced  in  Elixirs  of  Gentian  and  Iron, 
which  gradually  grows  almost  an  ink  black,  making  the  Elixir  unsightly  and  injur- 
ing its  taste.  These  facts  indicate  presence  of  Tannin  and  led  me  to  believe  that 
it  must  be  present.  Acting  upon  this,  I  sought  to  remove  this  trouble  by  detan- 
natiiig  my  Tinct.  of  Gentian  intended  for  combination  with  Iron  in  Elixirs,  by 
treating  15  per  cent  Tincture  of  Gentian  Hydro-Alcoholic,  with  25  per  cent  its 
weight  Hydrated  Peroxide  of  Iron,  allowing  precipitate  to  subside  and  filtering. 
The  result  being  a  rich  greenish  yellow  tincture  deprived  of  its  natural  coloring 
matter  and  Tannin,  which  when  treated  with  Ferric  Chloride  is  entirely  void  of 
brownish  black  coloration,  but  the  greenish  tinge  of  Tincture  is  deepened.  Black 
coloration  and  precipitation  with  Fea  O3  2  H2  O.,  indicates  presence  of  Tannin. 
Deepening  of  green  principle  indicates  that  the  Gentisic  Acid  has  not  been  re- 
moved from  Tincture.  This  detannated  Tincture  forms  elegant  bright  green 
Elixirs  with  all  of  the  green  salts  of  Iron  remaining  unchanged.  Not  desiring  to 
sacrifice  Therapeutic  value  to  Pharmaceutical  elegance,  it  remained  for  me  to  prove 
that  none  of  the  associated  principles  had  been  extracted  with  the  supposed  Tan- 
nin, and  to  further  identify  it.  Its  medicinal  principles  being  complex  and  supposed 
to  reside  principally  in  Gentio  Picrin,  for  which  no  definite  chemical  test  is  in  use. 
I  consider  that  a  physical  test  presence  and  absence  of  its  characteristic,  bitter 
taste,  is  sufticient,  so  prepared  a  25  per  cent,  soluiion  of  Hydrated  Peroxide  Iron 
Magma  used  in  detannating  Tincture  with  qs  Hydrochloric  Acid  to  disolve  it;  the  re- 
sult being  a  solution  void  of  characteristic  Gentian  Bitter,  and  possessing  the  ob- 
jectionable color  of  Gentian  and  action  with  Iron.  To  test  further  the  actual 
presence  of  Tannin,  I  treated  one  part  Hydrated  Peroxide  Iron  Magma  with  qs 
Oxalic  Acid  to  dissolve  it  (in  slight  excess)  precipitating  whole  with  qs  Carbonate 
of  Lime.  Its  equivalent  proportions  and  actions  are  expressed  as  follows  :  with 
its  known  and  supposed  elements  to  you  all  by  this  chemical  equation  2  Fe.2  O3  2 
H2  0+Cu  Hio  O9+I42  H2  0+3  H2  C2  Oi+Ca  C  03=Double  precipitate  3  Fe.2C2 
O4  Ca.  Ci  04=Cu  Hio  09+145  H2  0+C  O2.  This  gives  Tannin  if  present  in  neu- 
tral solution.  Upon  adding  solution  of  Gelatine  to  this  solution  it  becomes  slightly 
turbid,  which  when  allowed  to  stand  deposits  coagulated  precipitate.  The  above 
investigation,  to  my  mind,  is  sufficient  proof  that  Tannin  is  present  and  can  be  ex- 
tracted without  injury  to  the  preparation.  I  present  samples  produced  by  the 
above  experiments  for  your  inspection. 
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WHAT  IS  THE  BEST  EXOIPIENT  TOR  NITRATE  OF  SILVER  PILLS? 

By  W.  H.  WEAKN,  Charlottt-,  N.  C. 

Nitrate  of  Silver  being  incompatible  with  all  organic  siibstances  cannot  be  made 
into  pill  mass  with  the  usual  excipients.  Considering  this  fact,  various  pharma- 
ceutical authors  have  prescribed  powdered  Gum  Acacia  and  water  sufficient  quan- 
tity to  form  pill  mass,  notably :  Wood,  Bache  &  Eemington  in  theii-  Disi^ensatory. 
Also  its  companion  Mica  Panis. 

The  difficulties  accompanying  their  use  has  produced  this  query  quite  a  number 
of  times. 

I  have  found  in  my  experience  that  powdered  Gum  Acacia  as  a  base  triturated 
dry  with  the  Nitrate  of  Silver,  adding  sufficient  quantity  of  Glucose  to  form  mass, 
produces  a  mass  that  is  perfect,  of  a  beautiful  cream  white  color,  having  a  decided 
tenacity. 

When  made  into  jjills  they  retain  their  shape  and  do  not  harden. 


MANIPULATION  OF  PURE  PEPSIN  TO  FORM  NEUTRAL  SOLU- 
TIONS PERMANENT  AND  CLEAR. 

By  W.  H.  WEARN,  Charlotte,  N.  C. 

Pepsin  has  been  a  product  of  continual  study  from  its  discovery  to  the  present 
day  both  therapeutically  and  pharmaceutically,  coming  to  our  hands  first  in  the 
form  of  saccharated  pepsin,  which  represented  a  very  minute  amount  of  pure 
pepsin,  and  the  dose  being  very  little  more  than  the  customary  dose  of  the  highest 
solvent  pure  pepsin  of  ihe  present  day.  Its  solution  in  pharmaceutical  prepara- 
tions was  easily  effected  and  permanent,  but  as  scientific  investigations  proceeded 
the  fallacy  of  the  minute  dose  of  pepsin  contained  in  Saccharated  Pepsin  was 
shown  and  Pure  Pepsin  manufactured  which  has  entirely  displaced  the  first.  The 
dose  of  Pure  Pepsin  at  the  present  time  being  from  1  to  5  grains. 

With  one  of  our  best  Pharmaceutical  Chemists,  Dr.  Eccles,  stating  that  after 
continued  study  and  investigation  of  years,  that  it  is  worthless  in  less  than  y.^  ^o  2 
drachm  doses;  hence  we  are  called  upon  now  to  prepare  compounds  and  elixirs, 
containing  at  least  from  3^  to  1  grain  of  Pure  Pepsin  to  the  fluid  drachm,  and  peer- 
ing into  the  future  more  will  be  expected.  Pepsin  being  extracted  from  the  stom- 
a{;h  of  the  Sus  Scrofa  is  naturally  of  a  mucuous  nature. 

At  this  period  of  Pepsin  history  our  trouble  begins,  in  making  preparation  of  it 
when  its  dose  is  administered;  its  solutions  are  viscid  ;  filtration  and  clarification 
slow  and  difficult  according  to  all  prescribed  methods.

THE  CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS, 

As  Revised  August  8th  and  9th,  1888. 


COnsrSTITTJTIC^T. 


ARTICLE   I. — NAME. 

This  Association  shall  be  called  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association. 

ARTICLE   II. — OBJECT. 

The  aim  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  unite  the  reputable  pharmacists 
and  druggists  of  this  State  for  mutual  assistance,  encouragement  and  im- 
provement, and  to  advance  the  science  and  art  of  pharmac}%  and  thereby 
restrict  the  dispensing  and  sale  of  medicine  to  properly  qualified  pharma- 
cists and  druggists. 

ARTICLE    III.— OFFICERa. 

The  Association  shall  liave  the  following  officers  :  A  President,  three 
Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Local  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer.  Also  an 
Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members,  of  which  the  Secretary 
shall  be  one  ex  officio,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  annually  by  ballot,  and 
shall  hold  office  until  an  election  of  successors. 

Article  iv. — life  membership. 

Any  member  who  shall  pay  the  Treasurer  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dol- 
lars at  one  time  shall  become  a  life  member  and  shall  be  exempt  from  all 
future  annual  dues. 

ARTICLE  V. — AMENDING  CONSTITUTION. 

Every  proposition  to  alter  or  amend  this  Constitution  shall  be  submitted 
in  writing  and  received  at  an  annual  meeting,  and  may  be  voted  for  at  the 
next  annual  meeting,  when,  upon  receiving  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the 
members  present,  it  shall  become  a  part  of  the  Constitution. 

The  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of 
the  members  present  taken  thereon. 


AKTICLE  I.  — DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  and  administer 
the  rules  of  order  usual  in  deliberative  assem.blies.  He  shall  nominate  all 
special  committees,  except  a  majority  of  the  members  present  resort  to 
ballotinif  or  other  means.  He  shall  sign  the  certificates  of  membership 
and  countersign  all  orders  upon  the  Treasurer,  He  shall  present  at  eacii 
annual  meeting  a  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Association  during  the 
year,  and  suggest  such  subjects  for  its  benefit  as  he  may  deem  worthy  of 
notice.  ^ 

Section  2.  The  Vice-Presidents  shall  in  case  of  temporary  absence  or 
inability  of  the  President  to  serve,  perform  his  duties  in  the  order  of  their 
names. 

Section  3.  The  Secretarj'  shall  keep  a  fair  and  correct  record  of  all  tlie 
proceedings  of  the  Association.  He  shall  keep  on  file  all  papers  and  re- 
ports read.  He  shall  be  charged  witii  all  correspondence,  and  with  the 
editing,  publishing  and  distributing  the  Proceedings  of  the  Association, 
under  the  directions  of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall  notify  all 
members  four  weeks  in  advance  of  each  annual  meeting,  and  at  each  an- 
nual meeting  render  a  report  of  the  duties  performed  by  him  since  the 
last  annual  meeting.  He  shall  furnish  tlie  Chairman  of  every  Special  Com- 
mittee with  a  list  of  its  members.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Section  4.  The  Local  Secretary  shall  act  under  instructions  from  the 
Secretary. 

Section  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  have  charge  of  all  finuls  of 
the  Association.  He  shall  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties.  The  bond  must  be  acceptable 
to  the  Executive  Committee  and^  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  President, 
who  shall  deliver  it  to  his  successor.  He  shall  hold  and  issue  the  certifi- 
cates of  membership.  He  shall  report  to  the  Executive  Committee,  pre- 
vious to  each  annual  meeting,  the  names  of  those  members  who  have 
failed  to  pay  their  dues  for  two  successive  years.  He  shall  keep  a  list  of 
the  names,  residences  and  date  of  entrance  of  each.member,  and  furnisli 
a  list  of  the  same  at  the  close  of  each  annual  meeting  to  the  Secretary  for 
publication.  He  shall  preserve  all  applications  for  membership.  He  shall 
pay  all  bills  when  countersigned  by  the  President,  and  at  each  annual 
meeting  render  an  itemized  statement  of  his  account, 
article  II. ^of  committees. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  three  standing  committees  :  An  Executive 
Committee  of  five  members,  a  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries  and  a 
Committee  on  Trade  Interests ;  each  to  consist  of  three  members,  and  to 
be  annually  elected  or  appointed,  according  to  the  will  of  the  Association. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee,  of  which  the  Secretary  is  an  e.r 
officio  member,  shall  have  charge  of  the  revision  of  the  Roll,  the  investiga- 
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tion  of  applicants  for  membership,  and  the  publication  of  the  Proceedings. 
They  shall  report  at  each  annual  meeting  the  names  of  such  members  who 
have  refused  to  pay  their  annual  dues  for  two  successive  years.  They 
shall  present  appropriate  notices  of  deceasd  members.  At  least  one  copy 
of  the  Annual  Report  of  Proceedings,  as  published  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, shall  lie  furnished  each  member. 

Section  8.  The  Committee  on  Trade  Interests  shall  consider  all  matters 
of  a  trade  or  commercial  nature  referred  to  them,  and  render  a  report 
thereon  at  such  time  as  may  be  directed.  They  may  make  annual  reports 
and  suggest  remedies  of  such  trade  or  commercial  irregularities  as  they 
may  deem  worthy  thereof. 

Section  4.  The  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries  shall  receive  all 
papers  or  essays  for  the  Association,  and  designate  which  of  them  shall  be 
read  at  length  and  which  by  title.  They  shall,  in  connection  with  the 
Secretary,  arrange  the  time  which  may  be  most  appropriate  and  conve- 
nient for  presenting  them.  They  shall  annually  report  a  proper  number 
of  questions  of  scientific  and  practical  interest,  the  answers  to  which  may 
advance  the  interest  of  pharmacy  ;  and  shall  procure  the  acceptance  of  as 
many  such  questions  ftn-  investigation  and  reply  as  may  be  practicable; 
and  in  other  wa^s  induce  the  presentation  of  papers  and  essays. 

ARTICLE    III. — OF    MEMBERSUIP. 

Section  1.  Every  pharmacist  and  druggist  residing  in  the  State,  of 
good  moral  standing,  who  is  registered  or  is  eligible  to  registration  as  a 
Registered  Pharmacist  under  tiie  Pharmacy  Act  of  this  State,  of  which 
satisfactory  evidence  shall  be  produced  or  shown  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, ma}'  become  a  member  of  this  Association. 

Section  3.  Any  person  eligible  to  membership  may  apply  in  writing, 
with  the  endorcement  of  two  members  in  good  standing,  to  any  member 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  report  his  application  to  said  Com- 
mittee; if,  after  investigating  his  claims,  they  shall  approve  his  election, 
they  sliall,  at  the  earliest  time  possible,  report  his  name  to  the  Association, 
and  he  may  be  elected  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  on  ballot. 

Section  3.  Any  member,  not  in  arrears,  removing  to  another  State  and 
once  in  two  years  reporting  to  the  Secretary  his  address,  shall  be  regarded 
as  an  associate  of  this  Association  ;  and  it  is  hereby  provided  that  such 
failure  to  report  shall  be  sutflcient  warrant  for  the  Secretary  dropping  the 
name  of  such  associate  member  from  the  roll  of  membership.  Associate 
members  shall  not  be  eligible  to  hold  oflBce  nor  be  required  to  contribute 
to  the  funds  of  the  Associatic*,  but  they  shall  have  the  privilege  of  attend- 
ing the  meetings  and  participating  in  the  deliberations. 

Section  4.  No  person  shall  be  considered  a  member  of  this  Association 
until  he  has  signed  the  Constitution  and  B}'-Laws  and  paid  into  the  Treas- 
ury the  sum  of  three  dollars  as  an  initiation  fee ;  also  the  annual  contribu- 
tion for  the  current  year.  All  persons  who  become  members  shall  be  con- 
sidered permanent  members,  but  may  be  expelled  for  improper  conduct 
by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present  at  any  annual  meeting. 
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Section  5.  Every  member  shall  pay  in  advance  into  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer  the  sum  of  two  dollars  as  his  J'early  contribution.  Any  one  in 
arrears  at  any  annual  meeting  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote,  and  any  onr 
neglecting  to  pay  his  annual  dues  for  two  successive  years  shall  be  liable 
to  lose  his  membership.  ^Members  complying  with  the  preceding  section 
of  this  article  are  entitled  to  certificates  of  membership,  signed  by  the 
President,  a  Vice-President,  the  Secretary,  and  Treasurer.  Ex-members, 
who  are  so  from  omissions  to  pay  their  dues,  desiring  to  re-unite  with  the 
Association,  may  do  so  by  applying  in  writing  to  the  Treasurer  and  pay- 
ing into  the  funds  of  the  Association  the  sum  of  tw^o  year's  dues  when 
they  were  members  and  the  dues  for  the  current  year;  whereupon  their 
names  shall  be  replaced  upon  the  roll. 

Section  6.  Resignations  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Secretary,  but 
no  resignation  shall  be  accepted  from  any  one  who  is  in  arrears  to  the 
Treasurer.  All  resignations  shall  be  acknowledged  b}^  the  Secretary  and 
reported  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Section  7.  Pharmacists,  chemists,  and  other  scientific  men  who  may  be 
deemed  worthy  of  the  distinction,  may  be  elected  honorary  members. 
They  shall  not  be  required  to  contribute  to  the  funds,  nor  shall  they  be 
eligible  to  oflRce,  or  to  vote  upon  any  question. 

ARTICLE    IV. — OF   MEETINGS. 

Section  1.  The  meetings  shall  be  held  annually,  or  from  time  to  time, 
as  the  Association  maj'  determine,  provided  that  in  case  of  failure  of  this 
from  any  cause  the  duty  of  calling  the  Association  together  shall  devolve 
upon  the  President,  or  on  the  Vice-Presidents,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.  At  the  opening  of  each  annual  meeting,  in  the  absence  of  the 
President,  or  Vice-Presidents,  one  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  take 
the  chair.  In  absence  of  all,  a  President  pro  tempore  shall  be  elected  by 
the  members  present.  In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  the  presiding  offi- 
cer shall  appoint  a  Secretary  pro  tempore. 

Section  3.  Fifteen  members  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE    V. — OF    DELEGATES. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  annually  appoint  five  delegates  to  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  three  to  the  Virginia  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  and  three  to  the  North  Carolina  State  Medical  Soceity. 
The  delegates  shall  present  their  report  to  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association.     Delegates  shall  be  entitled  to  appoint  alternates.

To  His  E.vcellency,   Thos.  M.  Holt,  Governor: 

SiK : — In  accordance  with  tlie  law  governing  the  practice  of  Pliarmacj' 
in  tliis  State,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  your  Excellency,  and  to  the 
North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  a  report  of  the  proceedings 
vif  the  North  Carolina  Board  of  Pharmacy  for  the  year  ending  June  30th. 
1891. 

The  twenty-fourtli  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  in  the  Atlantic 
Hotel,  Morehead  City,  July  8th  and  9th.  1890.  Present  :  Messrs.  Porter, 
Home  and  Simpson.  The  Board  having  convened,  on  motion  Mr.  Home 
was  called  to  the  chair,  the  office  of  President  becoming  vacant  by  reason 
of  tiie  retirement  of  ]Mr.  Nadal  whose  term  of  office  expired  by  limitation. 
Mr.  A.  W.  Rowland  of  Wilson,  having  been  commissioned  b}'  His  Ex- 
cellency Gov.  Fowle  to  succeed  Mr.  Nadal,  appeared  and  presented  his 
credentials,  and  was  received  and  welcomed  as  a  member  of  the  Board. 
The  next  business  in  order  being  the  election  of  a  permanent  President, 
on  motion  Mr.  Home  was  unanimously  elected  to  that  position.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  held  February  13th,  1889,  a 
circular  letter  was  read  from  the  Virginia  Board  of  Pharmacy,  suggesting 
the  callings  of  a  Convention  of  the  representatives  of  the  several  Slate 
Boards,  of  Pharmacy  of  the  U.  S.  to  take  into  consideration  the  propriety 
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of  adopting  some  plan  by  which  tlie  licentiates  of  one  State  Board  could 
be  recognized  and  registered  in  any  other  State,  and  asking  for  an  ex- 
pression of  opinion  of  the  ^.  C.  Board  as  to  the  desirability  and  feasibility 
of  some  such  plan. 

After  due  consideration  it  was  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  Board  that 
the  object  sought  was  a  desirable  one,  and  that  they  were  heartilj^  in 
sympathy  with  the  movement,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  was  direct- 
ed to  reply  to  the  communication  of  the  Virginia  Board  informing  them 
of  the  acquiescence  of  the  N.  C.  Board  in  the  proposition,  and  suggest- 
ing the  calling  of  a  convention  to  take  the  matter  into  consideration,  at 
as  early  a  day  as  practicable. 

In  accordance  with  the  views  expressed  above,  the  President  and  Secre- 
tary of  the  Board  were  appointed  a  committee  to  represent  it  at  a  meeting 
of  representatives  of  State  Boards  of  Pharmacy  whenever  the  time  and 
place  of  meeting  should  be  agreed  upon.  A  large  number  of  State  Boards 
liaving  signitied  their  approval  of  the  proposition,  a  convention  was  called 
to  meet  at  Old  Point  Comfort,  Va.  Sept.  9th,  1890.  at  which  time  and 
place  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  also  met.  Owing  to  sick- 
ness in  his  family,  the  President  of  tlie  Board  was  unable  to  attend  this 
meeting,  the  Secretary  alone  representing  our  board.  The  convention  was 
held  in  the  Hygeia  Hotel.  Old  Point,  Va.  Mr.  Wiley  Rogers  of  Kentucky 
was  called  to  the  chair,  and  Mr.  E.  R.  Beckwith  of  Va.  acted  as  Secretary. 
Mr.  Robert  Brydon  President  of  the  Va.  Board  of  Pharmacy  welcomed 
the  attending  representatives,  and  formally  explained  the  objects  of  the 
call  for  the  convention. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  L.  M.  Connor  of  Dallas,  Texas,  the  chair  appointed  a 
committee  of  three  to  consider  Mr.  Brydon's  address.  The  meeting  was 
then  addressed  by  Prof.  J.  A.  Clarke  of  Canada,  who  explained  the  Phar- 
macy law  of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  and  gave  detail  work  of  that  Board. 
After  considerable  discussion  on  the  subject  of  interchange  of  certiticates 
of  licentiates  of  the  several  State  Boards,  participated  in  by  Messrs. 
Cresswell  of  Washington,  H.  R.  Slack,  Jr.,  of  Ga.,  Dawson  of  New  York 
and  others,  the  convention  adjourned  to  the  next  day  at  3  o'clock  p.  m. 
At  the  second  session  tlie  following  communication  was  received  from  a 
Conference  of  Secretaries  of  State  Pharmaceutical  Associations: 
To  the  Chairman  of  Conference  of  Members  of  Boards  of  Pharmacy  : 

Sir:— The  Secretaries  of  various  State  Associations  met  in  session  last 
night  and  as  a  result  of  that  meeting,  the  Secretary  was  ordered  to  notify 
you  that  it  was  the  desire  of  the  Secretaries  of  the  various  State  Asso- 
ciations to  unite  with  you  and  form  a  permanent  Association.

Mr.  Simpson  of  N.  C.  moved  that  the  proposition  of  the  Secretaries  of 
State  Pharmaceutical  Associations  be  accepted  and  a  permanent  organiza- 
tion be  effected  between  the  Boards  of  Pharmacy  and  Secretaries  of  State 
Associations.     Adopted.     The  permanent  organization  was  perfected  and

the  following  officers  elected:  Wiley  Rogers,  Ky.,  President:  S.  P. 
Watson,  Fla.,  Vice-President:  E.  R.  Beckwith,  '  Va.,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer;  L.  M.  Connor,  Texas  ;  P.  C.  Candidus,  Ala.,  and  Wm.  Simp- 
son, N.  C.  constitute  the  Executive  Board.  This  Convention  was  w^ell 
attended,  sixteen  States  being  represented,  as  follows  :  Conn.,  Mass., 
Texas,  Minn..  N.  C.  N.  Y.,  Ky.,  Ga.,  R.  I..  La  ,  Ala.,  Va.,  Dela.,  Iowa' 
III.,  Fla.,  Ontario,  Canada. 

While  a  large  majority  of  the  delegates  present  favored  an  inter-change 
of  certiticates  on  a  proper  basis  of  examination,  yet  the  laws  of  some  of 
the  States  did  not  allow  it,  and  would  have  to  be  amended  in  that  par- 
ticular before  it  could  be  done.  Some  of  the  delegates  not  having  author- 
ity to  commit  their  Boards  to  any  definite  line  of  action,  it  was  deemed 
wise  to  defer  any  definite  action  until  representatives  who  were  unin- 
structed  could  confer  with  their  several  Boards  It  was  the  sense  of  the 
Convention  that  certificates  should  be  made  inter-changeable  when  a  candi- 
date for  license  answered  75  per  cent,  of  the  questions  to  be  agreed  upon 
and  formulated  hereafter.  It  appearing  that  nothing  further  could  be  ac- 
complished the  Convention  adjourned  to  meet  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans 
on  the  same  date  that  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  meets. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  held  Feb'y  ITth  and  18th,  1891,  the  Secretary- 
informed  the  Board  that  before  the  next  regular  meeting,  that  the  meet- 
ing of  Secretaries  of  State  Associations  and  Boards  of  Pharmacy  would 
occur  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  La.  The  object  of  said  meeting  is  to 
devise  some  plan  by  which  the  Licentiates  of  the  several  State  Boards 
may  be  recognized  in  any  State.  At  a  former  meeting  held  at  Old  Point 
Comfort,  Va.,  in  September  last,  final  action  was  postponed  until  the  pro- 
po.«ed  meeting  in  New  Orleans,  in  April  next,  when  all  would  come  fully 
instructed  how  to  act.  On  motion  the  Secretary  was  appointed  a  dele- 
gate on  behalf  of  the  N.  C.  Board  of  Pharmacy,  with  instructions  to  vote 
for  the  interchange  of  the  several  State  Boards  of  Pharmacy,  provided  a 
satisfactory  standard  of  examination  was  established.

Pursuant  to  adjournment,  tlie  Association  of  Secretaries  of  State  Asso- 
ciations and  Boards  of  Pharmacy  met  in  the  St.  Charles  Hotel  in  the  city 
of  New  Orleans,  April  29th  and  30th,  1891. 

The  Association  was  called  to  order  by  the  President.  Mr.  Wiley  Rogers. 
Mr.  Beckwith,  the  Secretary,  being  absent,  Mr.  Simpson  of  N.  C.  was  re- 
quested to  act  as  temporary  Secretary.  The  roll  having  been  called  the 
following  States  were  found  to  be  represented,  viz  :  Michigan.  Louisiana, 
Georgia,  Kentucky,  Florida,  Ohio.  South  Dakota,  Rhode  Island,  North 
Carolina,  Illinois  and  Alabama.  The  President  then  read  his  address 
which,  upon  motion,  was  referred  to  a  committee  of  three.  Mr.  Vernor  of 
Mich.,  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  in  accordance  with  the 
first  recommendation  of  the  President  in  his  address,  viz  :  Resolved,  That 
this  Association  recommend  to  State  Boards  of  Pharmacy  the  recognition 
of  the  Certificates  of  Licentiates  of  other  State  Boards,  upon  a  basis  of  an 
advance  of  five  per  cent,  above  the  standard  of  examination  required  by 
the  State  from  which  the  applicant  comes.     Adopted  unanimously.

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact : 

Section  1.  That  E.  M.  Nadal,  S.  J.  Hinsdale,  William  Simpson,  E.  H. 
Meadows,  T.  C.  Smitli,  John  S.  Pescud.  and  such  other  persons  as  may 
be  associated  with  them  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby  made  a  body  corporate  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  North 
Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  by  said  name  shall  have  the 
light  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  purchase  and  hold 
real  estate  and  grant  the  same,  to  have  and  to  use  a  common  seal,  and  to 
do  such  other  things  and  perform  such  otiier  acts  as  appertain  to  bodies 
corporate  and  politic,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of 
the  State. 

Sec.  2.  The  object  of  said  Association  is  to  unite  the  pharmacists  and 
druggists  of  this  State  for  mutual  aid,  encouragement  and  improvement, 
to  encourage  scientific  research,  develop  pharmaceutical  talent,  to  elevate 
the  standard  of  professional  thought,  and  ultimately  restrict  the  practice 
of  pharmacy  to  properly  qualified  druggists  and  apothecaries. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  ex- 
cept as  hereinafter  provided,  for  any  person,  unless  a  registered  pharma- 
cist, within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  to  open  or  conduct  any  pharmacy  or 
store  for  retailing,  dispensing  or  compounding  medicines  or  poisons,  or 
for  any  one  not  a  registered  pharmaceutist  to  prepare  a  physician's  pre- 
scription except  under  the  supervision  of  a  registered  pharmaceutist,  in 
the  State  of  North  Carolina:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  prevent  the  sale  of  patent  or  proprietary  medicines,  quinine,  epsom 
salts,  castor  oil,  essence  of  peppermint,  paregoric,  or  laudanum  in  origi- 
nal packages,  calomel,  camphor  or  sweet  oil. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person,  in  order  to  be  registered,  shall  be  a  graduate  of 
some  college  in  pharmacy,  recognized  by  the  North  Carolina  Board  of 
Pharmacy  ;  or  shall,  at  tiie  passage  of  this  act,  have  had  three  year's  prac- 
tical experience  in  the  preparation  of  physicians'  prescriptions,  and  in 
compounding  and  vending  medicines  and  poisons,  or  shall  be  a  licentiate 
of  pharmacy  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  of  North  Carolina. 

Sec  5.  Pharmaceutists  claiming  the  right  of  registration  under  this  act, 
on  account  of  practical  experience,  shall,  within  ninety  days  after  its  pass- 
age, show  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  to  be  created  by 
this  act  that  they  have  had  three  (3)  year's  practical  experience  in  the  pre- 
paration of  physicians'  prescriptions,  and  in  compounding  and  vending 
medicines  and  poisons  :  Provided,  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  apply  to 
any  person  or  persons  in  business  on  their  own  account  upon  the  passage 
of  this  act.  Licentiates  in  pharmacy  must  have  had  three  year's  exper- 
ience in  stores  where  prescriptions  of  medical  practitioners  have  been  pre- 
pared, and  shall  have  passed  an  examination  before  the  Board  of  Pharma- 
cy of  this  State.     The  Board  of  Pharmacy  may  register  without  further  ex- 
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amination,  the  licentiates  of  such  other  Boards  of  Pliarmacy  as  they  may 
deem  proper. 

Sec.  6.  This  Association  shall  elect  ten  of  its  members— from  whom  the 
Governor  selects  five— who  shall  compose  the  Board  of  Pharmacy.  The 
Board  is  empowered  to  transact  all  business  relating  to  the  legal  practice 
of  pharmacy  ;  to  examine  into  and  adjudicate  upon  all  cases  of  abuse, 
fraud,  adplteration,  substitution  or  malpractice,  and  to  enforce  all  the 
provisions  of  the  law,  and  to  render  an  annual  account  to  the  proper  State 
authorities  and  to  tlie  Association.  Any  one  examined  by  the  Board  shall 
pay  a  fee  of  five  dollars.  In  case  of  failure  to  pass  a  satisfactory  exami- 
nation he  shall  be  granted  a  second  examination,  without  the  payment  of 
a  further  fee.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  Board,  after  re- 
ceipt of  notification  of  their  appointment,  to  appear  before  the  clerk  of  the 
county  in  which  they  individually  reside,  and  make  and  subscribe  to  an 
oath  properly  and  faitlifully  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  office  ;  and 
within  thirty  days  thereafter  meet  and  organize  by  the  election  of  a  Pres- 
ident, Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  said  Board.  Tlie  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  a  term  of  five  years;  and  the  term  of 
office  of  the  other  members  shall  be  determined  by  lot.  Vacancies  in  the 
Board  shall  be  filled  as  required  in  Section  12.  The  Board  shall  hold 
meetings  at  least  once  annually  or  oftener,  as  the  business  of  the  Board 
may  require.  The  Secretary  shall  give  each  member  of  the  Board  not  less 
than  ten  day's  notice  of  each  meeting.  Three  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  examine  all  persons  apply- 
ing for  examination  in  proper  form,  and  to  register  such  as  shall  establish 
their  rights  to  registration  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  said  Board  shall  be  a  bonded  officer 
held  in  bond  of  one  thousand  dollars  to  be  made  to  the  said  North  Caro- 
lina Pharmaceutical  Association  and  approved  by  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee of  said  Association. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy 
to  keep  a  book  of  registration  at  some  convenient  place,  of  which  due  no- 
tice shall  be  given  through  the  public  press,  in  which  shall  be  entered,  un- 
der the  supervision  of  the  Board,  the  names  and  places  of  business  of  all 
persons  coming  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  a  statement  to  be 
signed  by  tlie  person  making  the  application  of  such  facts  in  the  case  as 
he  may  claim  to  justify  his  application.  The  fee  for  registration  of  pro- 
prietors shall  not  exceed  two  dollars,  and  for  those  in  the  employ  of  others 
shall  not  exceed  one  dollar.  The  Secretary  shall  give  receipts  for  all 
moneys  received  by  him,  which  moneys  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  ;  and  any  surplus  shall 
be  for  the  benefit  of  said  Association.  The  salary  of  the  Secretary  shall 
be  fixed  by  this  Board,  and  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  fees  for  examination 
and  registration.  Each  member  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  shall  be  paid 
the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  every  day  during  which  he  is  engaged  in  the 
service  of  the  Board,  and  all  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  attending  the 
meetings  of  the  same.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  investigate  all 
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complaints  of  disregard,  non-compliance,  or  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
tliis  act,  and  to  bring  the  same  to  the  notice  of  the  proper  prosecuting  offi- 
cer, whenever  there  appears  to  the  Board  reasonable  grounds  of  complaint. 
Tiie  Board  is  hereby  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  it 
shall  find  necessary  for  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  law, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  purpose  and  spirit  of  the  same. 

Sec.  8.  Every  person,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  be 
held  responsible  for  the  quality  of  all  drugs,  chemicals  and  medicines 
he  may  sell  or  dispense,  with  the  exception  of  those  sold  in  the  original 
packages  of  the  manufacturers,  and  also  those  known  as  "'patent  medi- 
cines"; and  should  he  intentionally  adulterate,  or  cause  to  be  adulterated 
or  expose  to  sale,  knowing  the  same  to  be  adulterated,  such  drugs, 
chemicals  or  medical  preparations,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  upon  conviction  thereof  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  dollars,  and  in  addition  thereto  his  name  shall  be  stricken 
from  the  register.  Every  registered  pharmacist  who  desires  to  continue 
the  practice  of  his  profession  shall  annually  thereafter,  within  thirty  days 
next  preceding  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  pay  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  said  Board  a  registration  fee  of  one  dollar,  for  which  he 
shall  receive  a  renewal  of  said  certificate  of  registration.  Any  registered 
pharmacist  failing  to  renew  his  registration  as  required  by  this  section, 
and  continuing  in  the  exercise  of  his  profession,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor. 

Seo.  9.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  under  a  penalty  of  $25  for 
each  and  every  offense,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  except  as 
provided  herein,  to  retail  any  poison  enumerated  in  Schedules  A  and  B. 
as  follows,  to-wit: 

Schedule  A. 

Arsenic  and  its  preparations,  corrosive  sublimate,  white  precipitate,  red 
precipitate,  bin-iodide  of  mercury,  cyanide  of  potassium,  hydrocyanic 
acid,  strychnine,  and  essential  oil  of  bitter  almonds. 

Schedule  B. 

Aconite,  belladonna,  colchicum,  conium,  nux  vomica,  henbane,  savin, 
ergot,  cotton  root,  cantharides,  creosote,  digitalis  and  their  pharmaceuti- 
cal preparations,  croton  oil,  chloroform,  chloral  hydrate,  sulphate  of  zinc, 
carbolic  acid,  oxalic  acid,  opium  and  its  preparations,  except  paregoric 
and  other  preparations  of  opium  containing  less  than  two  grains  to  the 
ounce,  and  other  deadly  poisons,  without  distinctly  labeling  the  bottle, 
box,  vessel  or  paper  in  which  said  poison  is  contained,  with  the  name  of 
the  article,  the  word  "Poison,"  and  a  vignette  representing  a  skull  and 
cross-bones,  and  the  name  and  place  of  business  of  the  seller;  nor  shall 
it  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  sell  or  deliver  any  poison  enumerated  in  said 
Schedules  A  and  B,  unless  upon  due  inquiry  it  is  found  that  the  purchas- 
er is  aware  of  its  poisonous  nature,  and  represents  that  it  is  to  be  used  for 
a  legitimate  purpose ;  nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  sell  any  poi- 
son included  in  Schenule  A,  without  before  delivering  the  same  to  the 
purchaser,  causing  an  entry  to  be  made  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose, 
stating  the  date  of  the  sale,  the  name  and  address  of  the  purchaser,  the 
name  and  quality  of  the  poison  sold,  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  represent- 
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ed  by  the  purchaser  to  be  required,  and  the  name  of  tlie  dispenser— such 
book  to  be  always  open  to  proper  authorities  for  inspection.  The  provi- 
sions of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  dispensing  of  poisons  in  usual 
doses,  and  by  physicians'  prescriptions. 

Sec.  10.  Nothing  contained  in  the  foregoing  section  shall  apply  to  or  in- 
terfere with  the  business  of  any  practitioner  of  medicine  who  does  not 
keep  open  shop  for  retailing  of  medicines  and  poisons  ;  nor  with  the  busi- 
ness of  wholesale  dealers,  excepting  section  9,  and  the  penalties  of  its  vio- 
lation. 

Sec.  1 1 .  Any  person  who  shall  permit,  by  willful  neglect,  the  compound- 
ing and  dispensing  of  prescriptions  in  his  store  or  place  of  business,  by 
an3'  person  or  persons  not  registered,  except  under  the  supervision  of  a 
registered  pharmaceutist,  or  any  person  not  registered  who  shall  keep 
open  shop  for  the  retailing  or  dispensing  of  medicines  or  poisons,  or  who 
shall  fraudulently  represent  himself  to  be  registered,  or  any  registered 
pharmacist,  or  any  dealer  in  medicines,  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the 
regulations  and  provisions  of  this  act.  in  relation  to  retailing  and  dispens- 
ing of  poisons,  shall,  for  every  such  offense,  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  upon  conviction  thereof  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
twenty-tive  dollars. 

Sec.  12.  Immediately  on  passage  of  this  act  the  Governor  shall  appoint 
five  reputable  and  practicing  pharmacists  doing  business  within  the  State, 
from  ten  of  said  pharmacists  recommended  to  him  by  the  North  Carolina 
Pharmaceutical  Association  ;  said  pharmacists  so  appointed  shall  consti- 
tute the  Board  of  Pharmacy  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  shall 
hold  office  for  the  term  of  one,  two,  three,  four  or  five  years  respectively, 
as  herein  provided,  and  until  their  successors  have  been  duly  elected  and 
qualified.  '"The  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  shall  annually 
thereafter  elect  a  Pharmacist  from  their  number  to  fill  the  vacancy  annu- 
ally occurring  in  said  Board.  Said  Pharmacist  so  elected  shall  be  com- 
missioned by  the  Governor  and  hold  office  for  the  term  of  five  years  and 
until  his  successor  has  been  duly  elected  and  qualified.  In  case  of  death, 
resignation,  or  removal  from  the  State  of  any  member  of  said  Board  of 
Pharmacy,  the  said  Board  shall  elect  in  his  place  a  Pharmacist  who  is  a 
member  of  said  Association,  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Board  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term." 

Sec  13.  The  penalties  prescribed  by  this  act  shall  be  recovered  by  suits 
in  the  name  of  the  people  of  this  State,  according  to  the  statutes  in  such 
cases  provided,  to  be  prosecuted  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  counties 
respectively  where  the  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  may  be  com- 
mitted. 

Sec.  14,  Any  pharmacist  failing  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  sec- 
tions 5  and  8  within  ninty  days  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  shall 
forfeit  his  right  to  registration,  and  shall  appear  before  the  Board  of  Phar- 
macy for  examination,  as  provided  in  section  5  of  this  act. 

Sec.  15.  All  acts  or  portions  of  acts  conflicting  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriffs  of  the  counties  to  see  that 
the  provisions  of  this  act  are  enforced. 

Sec,  17.  This  act  may  for  all  purposes  be  quoted  under  the  title  of  the 
"Pharmacy  Act  of  1881." 

Sec.  18.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  June 
next.    Ratified  this  12th  day  of  March,  A,  D.  1881. 

Note— The  provisions  of  the  act  amending  Sections  four  and  five  of  the 
"Pharmacy  Act"  as  ratified  on  Jan.  2Tth.  1891,  and  which  went  into  effect 
July  1st,  1891,  only  apply  to  towns  of  over  800  inhabitants.— Sechetaky.
